Veteran racecaller Mirahmadi 
settles into first season at Monmouth Park 



job of track announcer at some 
of the top-tier venues has been a 
I version of musical chairs recently, 
but the end game could not be better for 
Frank Mirahmadi and Monmouth Park. 

Passed over for Travis Stone last year 
when the Monmouth job opened after 
longtime announcer Larry Collmus moved 
to Churchill Downs beginning with the 
2014 spring meeting, Mirahmadi got 
another chance when Collmus then went 
to the Big Apple to replace the legendary 
Tom Durkin at the New York Racing 
Association tracks and Stone moved into 
the vacancy at Churchill. 

The door which Mirahmadi had 
considered closed was suddenly wide 
open. 

‘After Larry had made quite a name 
for hmiself here during his 20 years and 
we did the search for our new announcer, 
Frank was extremely high on that list,” 
said Bill Knauf, Monmouth’s vice 
president of business operations. “We 
ended up going with Travis and then, 
certainly, Travis fell into almost the perfect 
spot with Churchill. We are very proud 
that we chose Travis but we knew Frank 
was a great announcer. It was a question 
of being able to pick only one.” 

Stone’s departure meant that the 
47-year-old Mirahmadi, who had nailed 
down the job at Oaklawn Park for the 
mid-January to mid-April meet in Hot 
Springs, Ark., a couple years before, had a 
decided leg up on the 19 other applicants 
from across the country and around the 
globe. 

“It was sort of a no-brainer for us,” 
Knauf said. “We really liked Frank and 
since we had gone through the whole 
process the previous year, we were very 
familiar with all of the announcers in the 
country. We loved Frank. When we spoke 
to him and brought him out here for the 
interview and met him, we knew he was 
a perfect fit for this place, and for the 
Shore. He almost has a Jersey Shore-esque 
quality about him.” 

Nevertheless, the Beverly Hills 
native—named for Frank Sinatra—is a 
California guy. Mirahmadi’s dad was a 


racing fan who brought him to the track 
as an infant. By age 9, the racing bug had 
bitten Mirahmadi hard. 

He idolized Trevor Denman and 
emulated his calls at Santa Anita Park, 
and after Mirahmadi wowed one of the 
world’s most accomplished announcers 
with a tape he sent to Denman with a 
spot-on impersonation of him, he had 
made a friend. Denman wrote a letter of 
recommendation for him and Mirahmadi 
was on his way. 

Since getting his first job in 1996, 
Mirahmadi has called races at Hialeah 
Park, Louisiana Downs, Turf Paradise and 
the Northern California fair circuit. By 
2007 he had settled in Sacramento, Calif., 
and later moved into a home where he 
was comfortable. 

Even better, he was happy with calling 
races at the fairs and Oaklawn. 

“When the Monmouth opportunity 
came open, I really had to think about 
it long and hard because I had a great 
gig with the fairs,” he said. “They paid 
me very, very well and covered all of my 
expenses. It’s close to home and I know 
everybody there. It’s a place where I could 
have conceivably worked for a long, long 
time. 

“Monmouth has fewer days [in the 
season] now and live racing only two or 
three days per week. But Monmouth Park 
is Monmouth Park. Ultimately, I knew 
after meeting the team here when coming 
for the interview that it was absolutely 
the right thing to do. Getting here has 
validated that. It’s now a zero question 
that this was the right move. I love it here.” 

The feeling is mutual. 

“He’s a good man and a good fit 
for us,” Knauf said. “Everybody here 
is enjoying him and his style. After the 
handicapping seminar people come up 
to meet him. Monmouth Park is such 
a proud place that a lot of the fans 
feel inclined to go up and introduce 
themselves and welcome him to the 
Shore. He’s working out great. He’s a 
terrific announcer.” 

Mirahmadi is also a terrific and affable 
person with an out-sized personality that 


plays well no matter where he goes. That 
all played a part in sealing the deal. 

“It’s a very difficult process trying to 
pick an announcer who fits your track,” 
Knauf said. “It’s not so much whether an 
announcer is good or bad, some are more 
accurate, at least on their tapes, some 
get into the flow of a race call a little bit 
better, but when it really comes down to 
it, it’s what personality and what voice fits 
your venue.” 

The similarities between Oaklawn and 
Monmouth also worked to Mirahmadi’s 
advantage. The two tracks are historic 
properties that were owned by a single 
entity for most of their existence. They 
attract a large and loyal fan base, on-track 
and via simulcast, and generate large 
handles. 

Monmouth officials are so pleased to 
have Mirahmadi that they never hesitated 
when he asked for a 10-day break in 
June to fill in for Denman at Santa 
Anita plus another in September to call 
Thoroughbred races at Los Alamitos. 

“Last year when I didn’t get this job 
I was very disappointed, obviously, and 
all of a sudden I got it and then the door 
opened at Santa Anita and that door 
would never have been a possibility if I 
had taken this job last year,” Mirahmadi 
said. “It all worked out for the best. I’m 
perfectly happy where I’m sitting right 
now. Oaklawn and Monmouth is one 
of the greatest circuits you could ever 
imagine. Sometimes things don’t look like 
they make sense, and then they all do.”

Mid-Atlantic tracks in running 
for Triple Crown winner 

By Frank Vespe 

T he race isn’t to the swift or the strong, it turns out. It’s to the rich. 

American Pharoah’s dominant Belmont Stakes-Gl victory did more than 
secure the first Triple Crown in 37 years (though it did that, and in spades). It 
also set off a competition that might turn into a Mid-Atlantic home run: the race to 
get the Triple Crown winner’s future races. 

Owner Zayat Stables has already sold American Pharoah’s breeding rights, which 
is a longhand way of saying, when it comes to 2016 racing, don’t hold your breath. 

But-though some skeptics think the son of Pioneerof the Nile has already run 
his last race-Ahmed Zayat and trainer Bob Baffert have said repeatedly that they 
intend for the champion to race through the end of the season, with a date at the 
Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl the most likely ending point. 

The question on the table: which races does he run between now and then? 

There are, of course, plenty of possibilities: the Grade 1 Pacific Classic at Del 
Mar, the Grade 1 Travers at Saratoga, the Grade 1 Jockey Club Gold Cup in October 
at Belmont among them. 

Even a Midwest track might get involved. Tiny Canterbury Park, in Minnesota, 
has proposed turning a $200,000, one-mile turf race into a $2 million, 1%-mile dirt 
event-and even arranging it around Pharoah’s schedule. 

That said, two Mid-Atlantic tracks figure to make strong plays for American 
Pharoah, too. 

Baffert, the trainer, has virtually owned the Grade 1 Haskell at Monmouth Park 
in recent years, winning it a record seven times. The race’s timing, at the beginning 
of August, distance of V/b miles, and $1 million purse (coupled with owner-trainer 
incentives that could provide an extra $7 5,000 to each) all figure to work perfectly for 
American Pharoah. And Zayat is a New Jersey resident. That adds up to the Jersey 
Shore track being the frontrunner for American Pharoah’s summer services. 

A year ago, Baffert took Bayern on an unconventional route-Haskell-Travers - 
Pennsylvania Derby-to victory in the Breeders’ Cup Classic. 

He’s unlikely to repeat that path, given Bayern’s up-the-track performance in the 
Travers and his subsequent comments about the difficulty of the Haskell-Travers 
double. But it wouldn’t necessarily be a shock to see him skip the Travers and head to 
Parx Racing in Pennsylvania. 

Of course, other tracks may yet have something to say about the outcome. The 
New York Racing Association, for example, has the kind of money available to make 
a compelling play to Baffert and Zayat, to follow a Jim Dandy-Travers or Travers- 
Jockey Club Gold Cup route. 

Still, coming off a strong spring in the Mid-Atlantic—including a record-breaking 
Fasig-Tipton 2-year-old sale, strong Pimlico spring numbers, and record handle at 
the Penn Mile and Charles Town Classic —there may be more highlights to come this 
summer.

the horse returned to Pimlico that May, 
running a lackluster 11 th (and last) behind 
winner Mr O’Brien (Ire)-and a field 
that included Better Talk Now, Wando 
and Silver Tree-in the Dixie-G2 on the 
Preakness undercard. 

Sent next to Colonial Downs and 
a 5-furlong claiming race, My Lord got 
a win and yet another new barn when 
Merryman paid the $25,000 tag for owner 
David Ross. Merryman took him to her 
farm, The Orebanks, in Sparks, Md., and 
put him on the shelf for 11 months. 

“I thought the horse had always been 
trained like a claimer,” Merryman said, 
“and he held the track record at Fair 
Grounds. I felt like if we gave him the 
time and started him over again, he was a 
good horse. It was pretty amazing when 
you looked it up and saw that he had the 
five-eighths record.” 

Fittingly, My Lord enjoyed his finest 
hour with Ross and Merryman. Back on 
the Preakness undercard in 2006, the 
7-year-old won the Baltimore Breeders’ 
Cup Turf Sprint. Swinging wide in 
upper stretch, he closed under Rosie 
Napravnik (then still an apprentice) and 
won by three-quarters of a length. It was 
a wildly popular win in front of the huge 
hometown crowd. 

Two starts later, after a win going long 
at Colonial Downs, Ross and Merryman 
decided My Lord had done enough. With 
a record of 38-10-6-6 and earnings of 
$270,725, he returned to The Orebanks 
to decompress while his trainer began 
brainstorming about his retirement. 

“I call horses like him end-user horses 
because I want them to go straight to the 
home that they’ll have for life,” she said. 
‘‘You would have a hard time not loving 
this horse. From moment one he was just 
a special horse.” 

She’ll get no argument from the 
Fenwicks. My Lord fit in, and that alone 
made him worth his weight in oats. As 
director of the Green Spring Valley 
Hounds pony camp each summer, Amy 
is responsible for arranging not only 
the instruction and activities for 40 
participants, but is also often called upon 
to provide mounts for campers as well as 
guest instructors. Every summer, My Lord 
is pressed into service. 

“I have amazing volunteers,” she began. 
“All the jump riders come and help. We’ve 
had Willie Dowling, Mark Beecher, Fritz

| Y LORD!” 

It’s an oft-heard reaction 
I when visitors walk into Peter 
and Amy Fenwick’s home and see 
the Foxhall Farm Cup towering like a 
behemoth in the center of their formal 
dining table. It’s also the name of the 
horse who helped Peter, daughter Daisy 
and son Tommy bring the historic trophy 
to their Glyndon, Md., farm this past 
March. And it was pretty much Amy 
Fenwick’s first thought when trainer Ann 
Merryman made the, “Have I got a horse 
for you. . .” phone call a few months after 
the chestnut gelding made his last start in 
2006. 

“When she called me about My Lord,” 
Amy said, “I answered the phone and said 
Ann, unless you’re calhng to tell me I won 
the Lotto, I’m hanging up. I do not want a 
horse off the racetrack. We are fine.’” 

But like the rest of the Thoroughbred 
community in Maryland, the Fenwicks are 
well acquainted with Merryman’s penchant 
for pairing retired runners with ideal 


partners. So even though they weren’t in 
the market, they made the short trek to 
Merryman’s farm. 

“Peter got on him for two minutes, 
popped him over a couple logs and said 
‘Oh yeah, we’re taking this horse.’” 

Bred by Patricia Youngman and foaled 
in California in 1999, My Lord (Lord 
Carson—Love of Our Life, by Vice 
Regent) never raced on the West Coast, 
making all 38 starts at tracks east of the 
Mississippi. He began his career as a 
3-year-old in January 2002 for On The 
Run Farm and trainer Rodney Jenkins. 
They thought enough of him to keep him 
out of the claiming ranks for the first 21 
months of his career. He repaid them by 
winning three races. 

When entered for a tag for the first 
time in October 2003, Michael Pino 
dropped the $25,000 slip for owner 
Maggi Moss. My Lord then spent the 
winter of 2004 at Fair Grounds in New 
Orleans. Claimed out of a win there 
by Gamaliel Vazquez for Michael Gill, 
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Boniface, Joe and Blythe Davies, Jack Fisher, Billy Meister, Liz 
McKnight. One year we had seven Maryland Hunt Cup winners 
teach. But the jockeys never have a horse, so I end up taking all 
my horses over there for them to ride. My Lord has been ridden 
by several people at camp. He just does whatever you want him 
to do and he excels at it. And he’s lovely—he barely touches the 
ground and is an amazing jumper.” 

One of the most popular camp adventures in recent years 
was a midnight moonlight ride led by Hunt Cup winner James 
Stierhoff. 

“We knew there would be a full moon, so Peter and I went out 
earlier in the day and whitewashed all of the fences over in Frank 
Bonsai’s bottom field. James rode My Lord, and the kids loved 
it.” 

Peter lends his mount whenever needed; daughter Daisy has 
whipped off him with the Mount Carmel Hounds, and Amy 
exercises him regularly. But there’s no question My Lord is this 
gentleman’s hunter. “Oh he’s mine,” Fenwick grins when asked 
who claims the gelding as their own. 

“I always say to Peter, ‘This horse is so nice-he’s wasted on 
you,’ ” Amy joked. 

The victory in the Foxhall Team Chase was meaningful not 
only because the cup remained with the Green Spring club, but 
even more so because it was an achievement shared by Peter and 
his children. 

“It’s a real family affair over there,” Merryman said. “Peter and 
Amy are amazing horsemen who have developed their kids into 
really lovely riders.” 

And serving as custodians of a celebrated piece of silver 
valued at more than $175,000 isn’t such a tough task, either. 

‘We have a post-race party in the top of our barn after 
the Grand National every year, and I’m always trying to find 
something special to use as a huge centerpiece,” Amy explained. 
“So this year I just put that on the table.” 

My Lord, how cool. ^

Triple Crown 
arrives 
in due time 

H eaded toward the track for the 
13th race, Richard Migliore looked 
down, pointed to the tearful boys 
at my side and said. “They might see one 
in their lifetimes. But I don’t know if you 
and I win.” 

My sons Ryan (11) and Jack (8) kept 
right on sniffling. I thought about it and 
wondered if the jockey was right. Maybe 
there would never be another Triple 
Crown winner. Migliore smiled a weird 
smile, fixed his feet in the stirrups, tied a 
knot in the reins and headed toward the 
track aboard even-money shot Bogota Bill. 
They won by 2Vi lengths. 

That was June 5, 2004, and we’d all just 
seen Smarty Jones lose the Belmont Stakes 
to Birds tone- coughing up a lead in the 


final yards and missing a chance at history 
before the loudest, largest crowd I’ve ever 
been a part of. 

Back at Belmont 11 years later, Ameri¬ 
can Pharoah proved Migliore wrong on 
both counts-becoming the 12th Triple 
Crown winner in Thoroughbred racing 
history, the first since Affirmed in 1978, 
the first in my boys’ lifetimes and the 
fourth for Migliore and me. 

Ah, the passage of time. 

Ryan, 22 and on a post-college-grad¬ 
uation trip to Europe, did not attend the 
Belmont after making the Kentucky Derby 
and Preakness. He missed horse-racing 
history, but he saw Michelangelo’s David. 
Fair trade. Jack, 19, was at Belmont soak¬ 
ing it all in—with Twitter and Snapchat and 
things no one dreamed of in 1978 or even 
2004. Their litde brother Nolan, 14, wasn’t 
there in 2004 and didn’t make the trek this 
year either after seeing California Chrome 
lose last year. The kid is young. He’ll get 
over it. There will be plenty in his lifetime. 
Probably. 

Retired from a career with 4,450 wins, 
Migliore was at Belmont again. A televi¬ 
sion analyst for the New York Racing 
Association, he saw American Pharoah 
rule, watched jockey Victor Espinoza 
rejoice, heard the crowd punctuate the 
moment with a rollicking, roiling celebra¬ 
tion that seemed to have no end nor no 
limit to the volume. 

Beside the winner’s circle, the ex-jockey 
grabbed my shoulders and hollered, “Can 
you believe it?” 

“It happened,” I replied. “We saw anoth¬ 
er one.” 

We talked briefly about the perfor¬ 
mance, the years, the emotion, the horse, 
the improbability of it all. 

And that, despite all the troubles trying 
to stay relevant in a sporting world that 
changes by the minute, is why Thorough¬ 
bred racing’s biggest event will continue 
to captivate. Somebody always wins in the 


Super Bowl. A driver always drinks the 
milk after the Indy 500. Augusta always 
gives out a green jacket. Bearded hockey 
players hoist the Stanley Cup every year. 

To be fair, the Triple Crown is more 
like the Grand Slam in golf or tennis than 
a single event but sometimes nobody wins 
racing’s biggest prize. 

Racing should really be OK with that. 
The sport shouldn’t wring its hands in the 
face of a drought, shouldn’t worry (one 
way or the other) about changing the 
series—it’s been changed plenty over the 
years—shouldn’t begrudge success or 
malign failure. 

Why did American Pharoah succeed 
where Smarty Jones and so many others — 
Spectacular Bid, Pleasant Colony, Alysheba, 
Sunday Silence, Silver Charm, Real Quiet, 
Charismatic, War Emblem, Funny Cide, 
Big Brown, I’ll Have Another, California 
Chrome-came up short? 

Ability, luck, timing, constitution and 
any other variable you care to conjure. 

Will there ever be another Triple Crown 
winner? It’s far easier to say yes after the 
2015 Belmont, but we should leave it to 
the horses and the people responsible to 
find out. 

Breeders strive to create animals 
capable of the feat-matching pedigree 
strengths, physical limitations, financial 
viability, nature and just plain luck. Owners 
and their consultants try to buy or raise 
Thoroughbreds with the right ingredients. 
Then try to put the horses in the right 
hands. Trainers balance fitness and frailty, 
assess talent and temper. Jockeys cajole 
cadence and tempo and speed, knowing 
full well there’s only so much sand in the 
hourglass. Keep drawing the line and it 
reaches grooms, hotwalkers, exercise riders, 
van drivers, pony girls, veterinarians, black¬ 
smiths, gate guys and all the others with a 
hand along the way. 

The rest of us just watch. And enjoy.

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Trainers Praise

The Perfect 
Storm 

Rainy Preakness win by American Pharoah 
puts Baffert back in Triple Crown play

T he trainer pumped his fists, let out a loud “Yes” and began to savor the moment. Then he looked 
for his son. The 10-year-old kid turned, smiled a proud, happy grin-and put it all in perspective. 

“One more, Dad,” Bode Baffert told his father, Hall of Fame trainer Bob Baffert. The kid spoke 
for everyone at Pimlico and beyond May 16, the day American Pharoah won the Preakness-Gl and 
leapt into the country's conscience like 13 others since Affirmed swept the Triple Crown 37 years 
earlier. As good as the Preakness was, there was still one more to go and everybody knew it. 

But first the Preakness-the rainy, stormy Preakness. 

Zayat Stables homebred American Pharoah came to Maryland off a 1-length score in the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl, his fifth consecutive win, May 2. The 3-1 favorite sat just behind fellow Baffert trainee Dortmund 
early, then outran that rival and Firing Line late. The Kentucky-bred son of Pioneerof the Nile lived up to his 
2014 juvenile championship, and became Baffert's fourth Derby winner yet left the door open just a crack. He 
raced wide, hesitated while getting to the leader on the turn and felt 32 smacks from Victor Espinoza's whip in 
the stretch. 

“American Pharoah didn't bring his 
super A-game,” Baffert said of the Derby. 

“When [Espinoza] pushed the button, the 
button was stuck a little bit.” 

Seven opponents made the trip to 
Baltimore. Firing Line and Dortmund were 
back. Danzig Moon, fifth in the Derby, 
made the trip. Divining Rod (Fair Hill) 
and Bodhisattva (Laurel Park) represented 
the home team. Tale of Verve came in 
off the Derby also-eligible list. Mr. Z, sold 
by Zayat to Calumet Farm via trainer D. 

Wayne Lukas the week of the race, made 
it an even eight for the 1 Lie-mile classic at 
Pimlico Race Course. 

Condensing the pre-race buzz, the 
Kentucky horses arrived on Wednesday 
of Preakness Week. Thursday, the locals 
found stalls in the Pimlico stakes barn. 

Conversations bounced from the Derby 
winner, the Mr. Z sale, the return of 
Barbaro's owners Roy and Gretchen

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Jackson with Divining Rod, Dortmund’s 
_ long stride, Firing Line’s failure to change 
back to his right lead in the Derby stretch 
and back to the Derby winner once post 
positions were drawn. American Pharoah 
got the inside spot, with Dortmund one 
stall to the right. Firing Line would break 
from stall eight, a potential tactical advan¬ 
tage. 

Espinoza will have to go from the rail, 
right? What if front-running Dortmund 
goes with him? And you know Mr. Z will 
be up close early. Won’t that play into the 
hands of Firing Line? 

By Saturday evening, only one ques¬ 
tion remained. Could American Pharoah 
become the 12th Triple Crown winner in 
Thoroughbred racing history? 

He dispatched Mr. Z with an early 
disdain and fractions of :22.90 and :46.49, 
cruised up the backside and shrugged off 
all challenges to win by 7 lengths in 1:58.46 
over a sloppy track. Tale of Verve closed 
late for second with Divining Rod third 
after threatening on the turn. Dortmund 
was beaten 1 5 l A lengths in fourth, followed 
by Mr. Z and Danzig Moon. Firing Line 
stumbled leaving the gate, was never a fac¬ 


tor and wound up seventh with Bodhisattva - 
last of eight. 

Storming Home 

Someday, the 2015 Preakness will be 
like Woodstock. Everybody was there. 

Run three weeks after protests and riots - 
over the arrest and subsequent death of 
25-year-old Freddie Gray sent the National 
Guard to Baltimore, the 14-race card start¬ 
ed at 10:30 a.m. and rolled on through a 
hot, humid day as the crowd swelled to a 
record 131,680. By late afternoon, weather 
reports addressed when-not if-a thun¬ 
derstorm would hit the track. 

The Preakness horses made the long 
walk from the stakes barn to the top of 
the stretch in a mix. of sun and clouds. Six 
went down the track to the indoor paddock 
widi just two, Bodhisattva and Firing Line, 
going to the traditional Preakness saddling* 
area on the turf course. Infield concerts 
kept thumping, banner-tugging planes kept- 
circling. Behind the grandstand the sky 
kept darkening. 

Baffert walked 100 yards behind 
American Pharoah, the first horse to leave 
the barn, and 100 yards ahead of Dort-^

mund, the last horse. Baffert kept his left 
hand locked with Bode’s and waved his 
right, stealing the attention from his horses. 
Bay with no real discernible markings other 
than a shorter-than-usual tail, the Derby 
winner walked in relative anonymity and 
led the group into the paddock. In the 
Derby, he tugged hard against the chain 
shank. Two weeks later, he was calm, easy, 
relaxed as he circled. The others were just 
as composed. 

Baffert assumed the horse-trainer pad- 
dock position-leaning on a post and wait¬ 
ing on a valet. Assistant Jimmy Barnes 
asked the trainer which horse he wanted 
to saddle first. 

“Pharoah.” 

The Preakness favorite walked into the 
third stall from the end and faced the back 
wall. Barnes grabbed a shock of mane. 
Baffert set the pad and saddle, tightened 
the girth. Across the way, for the 1,785th 
time, the paddock security guard barked 
a sharp “Make sure your flash is off” to 
spectators. Some followed instructions. 

Baffert was quieter, but no less seri¬ 
ous, when he told NBC cameramen to 
back away from his horse. They obliged. 
American Pharoah never fussed. His head 
stayed high, his ears flipped back and forth, 


listening to it all through brown fuzzy ear¬ 
plugs Baffert employed after his first start 
(and only loss). If the colt felt anything 
else, he didn’t let on. 

Three minutes after getting saddled, 
6:05 p.m. by the paddock clock (6:09 
in real time), American Pharoah stepped 
outside —to a different world. The humid¬ 
ity was gone. The air was cool, the sky 
roiling. Above the grandstand, the darkest 
cloud this side of the Flemish Cap brewed. 
Infield evacuation procedures began. 

The horses crossed the dirt track to 
the turf course. Before riders-up, the 
rain started and soon turned movie-set 
strong-driving down in sheets that soaked 
horses, jockeys, race officials, grooms, fans, 
photographers, anyone who had to be 
there. The track, sealed before the race, 
turned to sloppy, in a hurry. 

American Pharoah won the Grade 2 
Rebel in the slop in March, but the others 
were unproven. 

“I think the rain can really change the 
whole dynamics of the race,” Baffert said 
afterward. “That’s when longshots can 
come and get you and weird things can 
happen. But he ran on a really muddy, hor¬ 
rible track. I mean, it rained at Oaklawn 
Park, and he skips through anything. He’s 


that kind of horse, wet track, dry track. 
This track is a soft, safe track, and when 
he got on it the first time here he loved it. 

“I told Victor, look, if he fires, you’ll 
win. If he doesn’t, then we just go back and 
blame it on the rain or whatever.’ ” 

Baffert usually watches the Preakness 
from inside the paddock. On clear days, 
the doorway offers a good look at the 
track, and the infield big screen, while 
also providing some semblance of privacy. 
NBC utilizes extra space and a platform 
to the side of the paddock for a camera, 
some cables and a single 15-inch monitor 
labeled Suite Zero in black marker and 
masking tape. 

On this day, for this Preakness, Suite 
Zero was the Four Seasons and Baffert 
was not alone. 

He and his family stood in the center, 
along with an NBC camera, some Maryland 
Jockey Club officials, Firing Line’s trainer 
Simon Callaghan, trainer Mark Casse’s son 
and assistant Norm, several grooms and a 
growing number of potentially swamped 
refugees from the media, security, wher¬ 
ever. 

“Man,” Baffert said, swiping rain off 
the sleeve of his blue suit coat. 

“Please stop,” someone called to the rain. 
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The Preakness victory stand overflows with raindrops, joy and silver. Owner Ahmed Zayat hoists the trophy alongside trainer Bob Baffert. 


Not yet. The only response was thun¬ 
der, a flash of hghtning and more rain. 
It blasted the post parade, filling jockeys’ 
boots, saturating silks, breeches, saddles 
and pads. Visibility shrank to yards. Water 
swirled in small muddy rivers on the track. 
Water gushed from rainspouts, like fire 
hoses, running along the front of the 
grandstand. The track looked like a child’s 
finger-paint project, a swirl of brown paint 
and water. The Naval Academy Glee Club 
members soaked their dress whites while 
singing “Maryland, My Maryland.” Fans 
in reserved seats on the clubhouse apron 
used portable chairs as umbrellas, futilely. 

All the while, drenched people scur¬ 
ried into the paddock—swelling the group 
around that tiny television. With four min¬ 
utes to post, six newcomers put a different 
spin on the moment. 

“Mounted unit, coming in,” came the 
command. The crowd by the doorway part¬ 
ed-half toward the TV and half toward 
the windows to the Pimlico clubhouse. In 
walked six Baltimore City mounted patrol 
officers and their draft horses — “clop-clop- 
clop-clop, clop-clop-clop-clop, clop-clop- 
clop-clop, clop-clop-clop-clop, clop-clop- 
clop-clop, clop-clop-clop-clop.” The sound 
carried more bass than the Thoroughbreds 
who’d been there a few minutes earlier, 


and was more solemn given the mood in 
Baltimore over the last three weeks. Once 
past the crowd, the horses backed into six 
stalls and stood at parade rest-safe from a 
storm of a different sort. 

“I never seen a creature that big, ever,” 
said one witness. 

“If the police aren’t staying outside, 
who is?” said another. 

The Preakness horses circled at the gate 
and began loading, weather be damned. 
Baffert crossed his arms and waited, never 
lifting his eyes from the monitor. The 
rain eased, slightly, and the gates opened. 
American Pharoah broke a step to his right, 
toward Dortmund. Firing Line tangled 
himself and stumbled. Corey Nakatani 
hustled Mr. Z from stall three, glancing 
left to gauge the favorite’s response. You 
could almost hear Espinoza laugh. Like a 
guy in a classic Camaro leaving a red light, 
the jockey gunned American Pharoah, and 
glared back at Nakatani on the way to the 
front. 

Though he figured to be close, mak¬ 
ing a conscious decision to take the lead 
early wasn’t Plan A for Espinoza. The rain 
helped change his mind. 

“You know, coming to these big races, 
sometimes we have a plan, but a lot of 
things will change,” he said. ‘With the 


weather change and everything, I was just 
freezing. I just wanted to get it over with. 
But it definitely changed a lot. Sometimes 
you do the right decisions for the best of 
the horse, just trying to balance out there 
and go for the lead, and it worked out 
well.” 

American Pharoah led by a half-length 
at the wire, 2 lengths midway on the turn. 
At 38.60 seconds on the teletimer, light¬ 
ning crackled down like a gnarled branch 
arm from a giant tree person. American 
Pharoah never wavered. 

“Today he was so quiet,” Baffert said. 
“He came up to the paddock. He was 
good. The crowd didn’t set him off. He’s 
a very smart horse, a very intelligent horse. 
He’s just all class, and everything with the 
rain and all.” 

By the backside, Espinoza hit cruise 
control. American Pharoah pricked his 
ears and backed off while 3 lengths in 
front. Behind him, single file, came Mr. Z, 
Dortmund and Divining Rod. Firing Line 
and Bodhisattva raced as a team, followed 
by Danzig Moon with Tale of Verve last. 

The race’s only anxious moments cov¬ 
ered about a furlong on the final turn. Mr. 
Z and Dortmund closed it up to a length. 
To their inside, Divining Rod moved best 
of all and surged up the rail. Coming

off the turn, Javier Castellano angled out 
for a run that evaporated in 10 strides as 
American Pharoah skipped away with a 
few pumps from Espinoza. Tale of Verve 
made up a zip code to catch Divining Rod, 
who tired late, for the place spot. 

The winner paid $3.80 as the favor¬ 
ite and combined with a 29-1 shot for a 
$124.40 exacta. Divining Rod made it a 
$985 trifecta. 

In the paddock, Baffert implored his 
horse with two “Come on, Pharoah” 
chants. He hugged his wife Jill, then Bode, 
and briefly wound up on camera with 
NBC. The California-based trainer won 
his sixth Preakness and stayed undefeated 
with Derby winners trying the Maryland 
race as American Pharoah joined Silver 
Charm, Real Quiet and War Emblem on 
the double-crown list. 

“You know, horse racing, we needed a 
little lift,” Baffert said. ‘Whether he wins 
the next one or not, what he’s brought to 
the table, there are a lot of people here 
today that came to see him run. Me, as a 
fan and a trainer, I really enjoy watching 
what he does.” 

How did he get here? 

American Pharoah’s 2014 season put 
him into the 2015 classics discussion, even 
if he missed the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile-Gl 
with a bruised hoof. He finished fifth in his 
debut at Del Mar Aug. 9 and won Septem¬ 
ber laughers in the Del Mar Futurity-Gl 
and FrontRunner-Gl at Santa Anita. 

Then came the hoof trouble, a break 
for the rest of 2014, and an Eclipse Award 
as champion 2-year-old male. 

Based at Santa Anita, the bay colt went 
out of town for his 3-year-old races —tak¬ 
ing the Rebel at Oaklawn March 14 and 
then blasting home by 8 lengths in the 
Arkansas Derby-Gl April 11. Then came 
the Kentucky Derby and Preakness—six 
consecutive wins, all Grade 1 or 2. 

Ask anyone about American Pharoah 
and chances are they’ll get around to his 
demeanor. In a word, easy. He wasn’t 
always that way, and Baffert pays credit to 
the earplugs for part of the character rever¬ 
sal, but little fazes the son of Zayat home¬ 
bred Pioneerof the Nile. Paddock-school¬ 
ing two days before the Preakness, the 
Derby winner was far more composed 
than the $5,000 claimers getting ready to 
run. He walked around the paddock, stood 
in one stall, then moved to another, had a 
girth tightened three times, waited around 
while the race ran, then walked back to the 
barn. 

American Pharoah locked on the bit 
and got stirred up before the Derby in 
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what Baffert called a “little meltdown,” and 
has plenty of fire when he wants to show 
it, but mindset matters and he had plenty 
during Preakness Week. He also packs 
more than enough ability into his plain bay 
frame. 

“This is the only horse I’ve never had to 
try to talk people into knowing how good 
he is,” Baffert said. “I sort of keep it low 
key because I didn’t want to jinx myself. 
But he’s doing all the talking. 

“He’s a different kind of horse. He’s 
just so fast. You see the way he moves. He 
floats. He gets into that stride and does it 
effortlessly. He just doesn’t give the other 
horses a chance at all to come to him.” 

Second in the 2009 Kentucky Derby 
for Zayat, Pioeneerof the Nile stands 
at WinStar Farm in Kentucky. In 2007, 
Zayat spent $250,000 to buy a year¬ 
ling daughter of Yankee Gentleman at 
the Keeneland September Sale. Named 
Littleprincessemma, she ran twice, and 
lost twice. Now she’s a winner, even if her 
first foal, Xixixi, was running in bottom- 
level starter allowance races at Pimlico this 
spring. American Pharoah is her second 
foal and she sold last fall for $2.1 mil¬ 
lion while carrying a full-sibling. Zayat 
Stables, owned by Hackensack, N.J., resi¬ 
dent Ahmed Zayat and his family, still has 
a yearling full-sister. 

Born in Egypt, Ahmed Zayat earned 
a master’s degree at Boston University 
and later founded the largest beverage 
company in the Middle East and the larg¬ 
est manufacturer of glass containers in 
his native country. He sold the beverage 
company to Heineken International for 
$280 million in 2002 and bought his first 
Thoroughbred in 2005. 

Zayat has campaigned major win¬ 
ners Paynter, Bodemeister, Eskendereya, 
Pioneerof the Nile, Justin Phillip and oth¬ 
ers who joined the stable as homebreds or 
via the sales ring with the goal of racing 


at the highest levels. In 2008, Zayat led all 
owners in North American purse earn¬ 
ings. In 2009, the stable was third on the 
earnings table. In early 2010, Zayat Stables 
filed for bankruptcy in a dispute with 
Kentucky’s Fifth Third Bank, but reorga¬ 
nized and emerged from the proceedings 
by July of that year. 

There was no doubting the racetrack 
performances of Zayat stars Pioneerof the 
Nile (second in the 2009 Derby), Nehro 
(second in the 2011 Derby), Bodemeister 
(second in the 2012 Derby and Preakness), 
Paynter (second in the 2012 Belmont 
Stakes-Gl) and other stars over the years. 

Zayat is active at the sales, and regu¬ 
larly utilizes Pennsylvania-based consul¬ 
tant EQB for purchasing advice. In this 
case, EQB helped make sure American 
Pharoah didn’t leave the stable as a yearling. 
Consigned to Fasig-Tipton’s Saratoga sale 
by Taylor Made Sales Agency in 2013, the 
bay colt was there to be sold and had plenty 
of interest. He had size, scope, composure 
and EQB’s 80,000-horse cardio database 
put him in the top 1 percent. 

EQB vice president Patti Miller got on 
the phone. 

“Why are we selling this horse?” she 
asked Zayat. “We try to buy horses like this, 
not sell them.” 

Zayat listened, and told bloodstock 
agent David Ingordo to buy back the 
horse. He went for $300,000. After the 
Preakness, Miller pulled out her Saratoga 
sales catalogue and looked at her notes. 

“He had banged an ankle while on the 
walker and his right front had a little filling 
in it,” she said. “That backed some people 
away, but he was a very cool customer. He 
was big and attractive with a great walk.” 

She gave him a nine (out of 10) on her 
physical scale and a 67 (out of 70) on his 
chances of making at least six starts as 
a racehorse. An ultrasound of his heart 
was even better, though none of it-the 
opinions, the scores, the cardio compari¬ 
son-guarantees success. 

“There are a lot more good hearts out 
there than there are good racehorses,” she 
said. “Mr. Zayat is aggressive at the sale, 
but he also takes counsel. When he hires 
you, he takes it seriously. It’s hard to tell 
somebody to keep a horse because most of 
them aren’t successful. It takes a little cour¬ 
age to walk away from a bird in the hand 
[of a good sale], but we told him this was 
a pretty nice horse and Mr. Zayat rolled up 
his sleeves and dove in.” 

Much like American Pharoah did in the 
2015 Preakness. ^

Classic Storm 

Massive downpour at post time of Preakness 
affects more than horses on track , fans in seats

/ t arrived with several loud crashes of 
thunder, a few flashes of lightning 
and gusts of wind that uprooted all 
sense of comfort. 

Although everyone knew it was com¬ 
ing-from the announcers atop Pimlico 
Race Course, to the buglers down below, 
to the men standing near the starting gate - 
the storm that will forever be synonymous 
with Preakness 140 still shook, startled and 
stunned. 

“I saw the clouds darken and the winds 
whipping up/’ said track announcer Dave 
Rodman, who had been tracking the storm 
on radar for hours. “As the horses came 
onto the track, I said ‘just a second. I can’t 
see the starting gate and I definitely can’t 
see the far turn.’ And [the storm] projected 
to get worse, rather than better.” 

Obstructing Rodman’s vision was a mix 
of heavy rain wildly pouring down out of 
the dark sky and debris that had kicked up 
as high as the grandstand rooftop. Rodman 
was worried about the horses on the track, 
as well as his ability to identify them during 
his race call. 

“I thought, ‘well what if I call the 
wrong horses?’ I was getting all paranoid 
about that,” Rodman said. “So, I actually 
sat there for about two minutes, jotting 
things down on a legal pad as to what I 
might say if they eventually completely 
disappeared from my view and the point 
of view of all of the turn cameras.” 

The exercise helped calm Rodman’s 
nerves as the race approached. Meanwhile, 
up above him on the roof was Larry 
Collmus, himself preparing to call the race 
on NBC. As terrifying as it might’ve been 
to be out in the elements at that moment, 
Iris physical location gave him a prime 
perspective. 

“You could see from behind the build¬ 
ing as the skies started to blacken, as 
it got closer and closer,” Collmus said. 
“Eventually, it came from the area of 
where the clubhouse turn is and it looked 
not like a rainstorm coming in, it looked 
like a tidal wave. I mean, I couldn’t believe 
how strong it was.” 

Looking down, Collmus was drawn 
to the ominous images of the infield 
tents flapping and lightning flashing. Like 


Rodman, what Collmus couldn’t see was 
the only thing he really wanted to see —the 
track itself. 

“I had two concerns: One, I didn’t 
want to get struck by lightning because I’m 
wired up with a headset on,” Collmus said. 
“And two, would I actually be able to see 
the race?” 

As post time drew near and it became 
clear that the race would not be delayed, a 
strange calm came over Collmus. 

“It was like all hell was breaking loose, 
at the time. It was like, ‘oh well,’ ” Collmus 
said with a laugh. “When Tom Hammond 
threw it to me, I said ‘this isn’t what we 
expected but it is what it is.’ It was like it 
almost relieved the pressure, rather than 
added to it, because no one could see very 
well. You’re just going to do your very 
best.” 

In the lead-up to the race, Sam Gross- 
man, popularly known as “Sam the Bugler,” 
was trying to do his best, in spite of the 
conditions. Grossman, along with Ryan 
Resky and Bethann Dixon, were respon¬ 
sible for playing the call to the post. 

The buglers got in position, totally 
exposed to the elements. Not only was 
rain pouring down, they also had to con¬ 
tend with the loud roars of thunder and 
whipping winds that surrounded them. 
The wind gusts were the most threatening 
variable. 

“It was just ridiculous. It was like the 
Wizard of Oz, when the house fell on the 
wicked witch,” Grossman said. “It was like 
30 seconds until we were going live and the 
[NBC producer] said, ‘Sam, are you OK?’ 
And let me paraphrase what I said, because 
you can’t write what I said. I said, ‘No, I’m 
not OK.’ These are the worse conditions I 
have ever played in and I’ve been doing this 
for 23 years, 250 days a year.” 

As the horses were being led to the 
starting gate, track veterinarian Dr. Tom 
Jett found himself in the thick of the 
storm. He, like everyone else working the 
Preakness, was keeping a mental checklist 
of things to do and situations to watch for. 

“I was holding my breath,” Jett said. “I 
was hearing on the radio, the order of the 
evacuation on the infield, the track condi¬ 
tions, the rain coming down with stray 


bolts of lightning. You obviously have 
these animals running around with metal 
shoes on, we don’t need anyone getting 
electrocuted.” 

Jett was simultaneously following the 
action from the paddock and infield, while 
monitoring the condition of the track. 
Of particular concern was the track being 
sealed earlier in the day—in anticipation 
of rain that hadn’t come—and then being 
reopened before the storm. 

Jett watched as the horses paraded on 
the track and finally up to the starting 
gate. There, the horses were met by starter 
Bruce Wagner and his team. Throughout 
the afternoon Wagner had gotten weather 
reports from various sources. 

The former jockey had already prepared 
himself, mentally, for the storm. But by 
post time, conditions made the physical 
process of loading the horses and sending 
them off chaotic. 

“The worse thing was that it was raining 
so hard that it was hard to see the horses 
in the gate,” Wagner said. “The noise level, 
just from the rain, trying to communicate 
with my guys —there was a lot of yelling, 
just to be able to hear each other.” 

Wagner credited years of experience, 
and many races run under similar condi¬ 
tions, with enabling him to keep his cool 
under the circumstances. Similar explana¬ 
tions were given by Rodman and Collmus, 
who both aced their race calls. Fortunately 
for them, the rain tapered off just enough 
to make for workable visibility. 

Since almost everyone knew the storm 
was coming, the preparation of profes¬ 
sionals like Collmus, Rodman, Wagner, 
Jett and Grossman, certainly helped. Ulti¬ 
mately, there was only so much anyone 
could do to prepare for weather as severe 
as that which hit just before the Preakness. 
A lot of people had to improvise. And, in 
Collmus’ case, he was even able to draw 
added inspiration from the weather. 

“When I said ‘American Pharoah thun¬ 
ders to the lead’ about a sixteenth-of-a- 
mile out, it was because of my reaction to 
a clap of thunder. Then, as they were going 
into the first turn, I said a ‘flashy opening 
quarter,’ which was a reaction to a bolt of 
lightning. So, it was pretty intense.” 
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J immy Barnes stood, like a fencepost 
in a tornado, in the middle of the 
Belmont Park dirt, staring across the 
infield as American Pharoah galloped out 
around the turn and euphoria cascaded 
from the grandstand behind him. 

“The journey came to an end, we did 
it,” said Barnes, assistant to American 
Pharoah’s trainer Bob Baffert, as 90,000 
fans erupted in unanimous delight 


And, indeed, for Barnes, Baffert and 
Thoroughbred racing — the j ourney had 
come to an end. A journey of frustration, 
disappointment and befuddlement. A jour¬ 
ney of epic performances, near-misses and 
no shows. A journey of heartbreak and 
heartache. A journey begun when Jimmy 
Carter was in the Oval Office and Andy 
Gibb topped the pop charts. A journey 
from Affirmed in 1978, the third Triple 


Crown winner in five years, to American 
Pharoah in 2015, the first in 37 years, the 
12th in history. 

The Triple Crown? It had become 
The Triple Bypass, the names and rea¬ 
sons etched in lore—Spectacular Bid done 
in by a safety pin, Alysheba derailed by 
Chris McCarrons decision, Silver Charm 
mugged by McCarron’s brilliance, Real 
Quiet denied by a head bob, Funny Cide 
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and a school bus running on fumes, Smarty 
Jones shedding a gang tackle early only to 
succumb late, Big Brown vanishing amid 
the purists, California Chrome and his 
bloody hoof. 

Dick Francis meet Tom Clancy meet 
Stephen King, these tales had it all—except 
a happy ending. 

And then American Pharoah wrote his 
chapter, from May 2 to June 6, taking a pen 


and never lifting it from the paper. Over 
five weeks of hype, six and a half minutes 
of action, through 3 ts /i6 miles, ahead of 31 
rivals, the Zayat Stables homebred never 
wavered, never stuttered, never gasped 
through the Triple Crown maelstrom that 
vanquished all who had tried since the 
indomitable Affirmed held off the stead¬ 
fast Alydar by a head. 


Ninety thousand racing fans echoed 
Barnes’ sentiment, erupting at the end 
of the journey. They say Belmont Park 
is too big, too vast. On Saturday, June 6, 
the grand old dame of American racing 
held her hands together and the racing 
world rejoiced. Pick a place—Kilimanjaro, 
Iwo Jima, the moon—and this was it for 
Thoroughbred racing. Belmont Park 
exploded, the noise palpable in your chest, 
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An instant classic, American Pharoah reaches the winning post at Belmont Park to become racing’s 12th Triple Crown winner 


rattling your marrow, a champagne bottle 
shaken until it could hold no more. 

Joel Rosario, who finished second 
aboard Frosted, could hear it from horse¬ 
back. 

“The roar was amazing. Special. Beauti¬ 
ful,” the jockey said, wiping away Belmont 
Park sand from the corners of his mouth. 
“When I turned for home, I was traveling 
nicely but as soon as I got to him, he went 
again, so easy. For this horse to win the 
Triple Crown. . . I finished second and Pm 
excited.” 

Rival trainers and jockeys waited for 
Espinoza to parade American Pharoah 
past after the race. Spanish grooms, hold¬ 
ing dirty saddle towels, clapped. Lifelong 
owners hopped the outside rail and cackled 
with delight. Fans stood on benches, rail¬ 
ings, on shoulders, waving their arms, vid¬ 
eoing it all on smart phones (imagine using 
the term smart phone when Affirmed 
had won). Writers scurried for depiction, 
for clarity. Grown men scooped up dirt 
and put it in their coat pockets. In the his¬ 
tory of sport, there has never been a more 
unanimous celebration, everyone in the 
moment, everyone reveling in the moment, 
the ghosts and ghouls of previous Triple 
Crown defeats dispatched. 


Sometimes, the journey defines the des¬ 
tination. 

Barnes and Baffert had been here 
before. Three times, they arrived at 
Belmont Park with a Triple Crown in their 
grasp. The other three were laid to rest at 
various points along Big Sandys beach. 
Assistant and trainer had traveled this crazy 
road with Silver Charm in 1997, beaten less 
than a length by Touch Gold, a McCarron 
masterpiece with brush and knife. A year 
later, Barnes and Baffert were back with 
Real Quiet, who lost by a nose in the final 
stride. In 2002 it was War Emblem’s turn. 
The quickest cut, he stumbled at the gate 
to end the quest in a blink. 

“Silver Charm was running against real¬ 
ly good horses, every race was a battle,” 
Baffert said. “Turning for home, I thought 
he was going to win and here comes 
McCarron, you know you’re going to get 
beat the last 100 yards. They hit the wire 
and [owner] Bob Lewis turned to me and 
said, ‘That’s a shame, Robert.’ That was it. 

“For an instance, I thought, Wow, we’re 
going to win the Triple Crown,’ ” the Hall 
of Fame trainer continued. “I wasn’t really 
cheering, I was just watching it happen, 
then all of a sudden here comes Victory 
Gallop, when they hit the wire, I knew it 


was a head bob, from the angle I was sit¬ 
ting I thought he won, but I wasn’t sure. 
The photo, then there was an inquiry, I’m 
asking strangers, ‘what do you think?’ Then 
the number came up. How can you go a 
mile-and-a-half and get beat a nose, that’s 
why I say, it’s just fate. 

‘War Emblem was a light horse, he 
was getting tired in the Preakness, he was 
shriveling up on me. He was tough, sort 
of a rogue,” Baffert said. “I had a feeling 
he wasn’t going to run well, that was the 
most nervous I’ve ever been before a race. 
Down deep, I didn’t like the way he was 
coming into the race, the speed horses 
were lining up against him, I knew it was 
going to be tough.” 

Beyond the failed Triple Crown 
attempts, the men had traveled the path 
in 2001, with Point Given, who somehow 
fumbled the snap in the Kentucky Derby 
and then recovered to win the Preakness 
and Belmont. That one might still be the 
most raw to Baffert. They had traveled 
it with Bodemeister, Paynter, Lookin At 
Lucky and all the other high-class Ivy 
Leaguers who couldn’t get the job done. 
And then came American Pharoah. 

“It’s a tough thing to do, we have a 
super horse,” Barnes said, while being

hugged by fans and foes. “That’s what 
it takes. Really, a champion. And he is a 
champion.” 

Baffert echoed his assistant’s senti¬ 
ments. 

“The Triple Crown is about the horse,” 
he said. “The name American Pharoah 
will always be remembered. It was about 
him because he’s the one that did it. We 
were just basically passengers. God put 
him in my hands and it’s like he is just an 
incredible animal and so I owe it all to him. 
This horse got us here. He had what it 
takes. Not only do you have to be a good 
horse, but you have to be able to take the 
constant, the turnaround. I have never in 
my life had a horse that you could ship this 
many times, he’s amazing.” 

American Pharoah worked hard to win 
the Derby, gutting out a 1 -length win over 
Firing Line and stablemate Dortmund. In 
the Preakness, jockey Victory Espinoza 
sent American Pharoah to the lead over a 
sloppy track. Like skipping a rock across a 
stream, it was that easy, he thrashed Firing 
Line and Dortmund, sending them back to 
California. And then came the Belmont, 
supposedly, the hardest of all. If you make 
it hard. The best simplify the complicated 
and American Pharoah followed Affirmed, 


Seattle Slew and Secretariat as front-run¬ 
ning winners, loping on the lead as rivals 
staggered. 

After a tepid break from stall five, 
Espinoza dropped his weight back and 
nudged American Pharoah for three strides, 
clearing Frammento, Madefromlucky, Tale 
of Verve and Mubtaahij (Ire) to his inside. 
From the outside, Rosario eased second 
choice Frosted back, John Velazquez hus¬ 
tled the once-beaten Materiality from the 
outside stall and Kent Desormeaux angled 
for a spot aboard longshot Keen Ice. 

American Pharoah doled out the first 
quarter-mile in :24.06 as Materiality set 
up to his outside. Mubtaahij, making his 
second start since winning the UAE Derby 
in Dubai, kept his spot on the rail in third. 
Stamina-laden Keen Ice stalked on the 
outside. Frosted bided his time in fifth. 
Madefromlucky tagged along in the pelo- 
ton while Tale of Verve and Frammento 
lagged. Espinoza kept his shoulders higher 
than his hips as American Pharoah lobbed 
the opening half-mile in :48.83, a length 
to the good of Materiality and a mile to 
greatness. 

After three-quarters of a mile in 
1:13.41, Espinoza rocked like he was try¬ 
ing to put a baby to bed while Velazquez 


began to roust Materiality. Irad Ortiz Jr. 
crept closer with Mubtaahij along the rail, 
Desormeaux began to rev up Keen Ice, 
Rosario still sat patiently aboard Frosted. 
Javier Castellano was already in trouble 
aboard Madefromlucky. Hall of Famers 
Mike Smith and Gary Stevens aboard 
Frammento and Tale of Verve sensed 
the inevitable, knowing they’d need God’s 
wings to catch American Pharoah after he 
had posted 12-second furlongs like a post¬ 
master stamps mail. 

After a mile in 1:37.99, American 
Pharoah eased to a length and a half lead. 
At the three-eighths pole, it had been cut 
to three-quarters of a length as Mubtaahij 
eased out a lane, Frosted maneuvered 
to split horses, Keen Ice aimed to circle, 
Materiality and Madefromlucky sought exit 
ramps and Frammento and Tale of Verve 
tried to conjure miracles. 

At the quarter pole, it was over. 
American Pharoah free-wheeled past the 
red and white striped pole that has severed 
so many with the Belmont Stakes at his 
mercy. Frosted got close, but was churning. 
Mubtaahij flamed out. The rest, they were 
simply pawns as the king was crowned. 

American Pharoah spurted away from 
Frosted and widened the lead with every 
stride through the stretch. Passing the 
eighth pole, Espinoza turned over his whip 
for the first time and smacked him three 
times right-handed as he accelerated to win 
by SVi lengths, passing the wire in complete 
control as Belmont Park lost all control. 

“We had the horse, we were hoping 
we had the horse, and once Victor got 
him in the clear, got him in that beautiful 
mode of the way he just goes over the 
ground, I just loved every fraction,” Baffert 
said. “Turning for home, I was prepared 
for somebody coming because I’ve gone 
through this so many times and I was just 
hoping for once. I could just tell by the 
eighth pole that it was going to happen 
and all I did was just take in the crowd. 
The crowd was thundering and I was just 
enjoying the call and the crowd, the noise 
and everything happening. Thirty-seven 
years, I’m part of this but you know what, 
that little horse, he deserved it. He’s a great 
horse.” 

In front at every call, American Pharoah 
finished the mile and a half in 2:26.65, the 
sixth fastest Belmont in history. Espinoza 
rose in his stirrups, pumped his fist and 
then punched the air with his right hand, 
a long, slow salute to the horse, to the 
challenge. 

The jockey’s whip was down, the horse’s 
ears were up, the world had its hero and the 
journey had an end. ^

Ironicus confirms promise 
with Dixie upsetfor Janney

I n 2014, if things had gone one way 
instead of another, Ironicus might 
have run in the Preakness. At 2 and 3, 
in a barn of first-class racehorses, Stuart 
Janney IIPs homebred was that good, that 
highly regarded. 

Instead, he finished 12th in his career 
debut, still his only dirt start, as a juvenile 


in 2013. As a 3-year-old, he won and placed 
on the turf in Florida, and had trainer Shug 
McGaughey and company thinking big, 
only to be derailed by an ankle surgery and 
eight months on the sidelines. 

Assistant trainer Robbie Medina, who 
oversaw much of the colt’s early training, 
pegged him just behind eventual Grade 1 


winner Honor Code and ahead of eventual 
Grade 1 winner Mr Speaker. 

“When he was 2, he was the one,” 
Medina said. “Other than Honor Code, he 
was the one.” 

Janney echoed Medina’s opinion and 
said the Grade 1 Blue Grass was on the 
agenda at one point.

Fast forward a year and a bit. 

The 4-year-old gray colt turned up at 
Pimlico as a relative outsider in a field 
of classy turf runners signed on for the 
$300,000 Dixie Stakes-G2. 

The turf stakes drew 16 entries, each 
more accomplished than Ironicus. The 
final field of 13 included Canadian Horse 
of the Year and millionaire Up With the 
Birds and four other graded winners, plus 
hard-hitters Tricky Hat (Chi), Manchurian 
High, Aripeka and Talk Show Man. Second 
in a two-other-than allowance at Keeneland 
in April, Ironicus made the others look like 
beginners-emerging in mid-stretch after 
being well back early to win his stakes 
debut by 2% lengths over Cage Fighter 
with Up With the Birds third. 

Ironicus covered IVu miles over firm 
turf in 1:40.53, just .21 off the course 
record set by Precious Kitten in 2007. 

The victory extended an already tall 
family tree. At Keeneland November 2001, 
Janney bought 4-year-old maiden mare 
Meghan’s Joy from breeder Betty Moran’s 
Brushwood Stable. The Pennsylvania- 
bred’s foals include graded stakes winners 
Norumbega, Quiet Harbor and Hunting, 
plus stakes winner Seal Cove and the 
graded-stakes placed Minister’s Joy. 


“She’s been awful good to me,” said 
Janney. “She was carrying Minister’s Joy 
when I bought her and since then she’s just 
produced winners.” 

Ironicus was next up and he may soon 
be followed by Command Control, a 
3-year-old Smart Strike colt working at 
Fair Hill Training Center, and an unraced 
2-year-old filly by War Front named On 
Leave. 

McGaughey opted for the Dixie over 
trying to find an allowance race in New 
York, for any number of reasons-though 
Janney’s connections to Maryland factored 
in a bit. 

“I love this, it’s a lot of fun,” said 
Janney, whose Kentucky Derby winner 
Orb finished fourth in the 2013 Preakness. 
“This is a great race. Great horses have 
won it. I think to some extent Shug sort 
of knows that and wants to come with this 
kind of horse down here, to have fun, to 
enjoy it. He knows the connection.” 

Understudy no more 

Pete Bradley has been around long 
enough to know it will be plenty tough 
finding a replacement for Dayatthespa 
anytime soon, if ever. He’s also been in 
the game long enough to know that he and 


his partners will never do it if they stop 
swinging. 

Watsdachances (Ire) might be a ways 
off from even being talked about in the 
same realm as the 2014 Eclipse Award¬ 
winning distaff turf champion, but she 
got her 5-year-old campaign off to a posi¬ 
tive start and ended a winless streak dating 
back to November 2013 with a victory 
as the favorite in the $150,000 Gallorette 
Handicap-G3 sponsored by Stella Atrois. 

Bradley, who co-owns Watsdachances 
with Nelson McMakin and Michael Kisber, 
isn’t necessarily even looking to find a 
replacement. 

“She’s a filly I think we’re going to have 
some fun with this year,” he said in the 
Pimlico winner’s circle with a magnum 
of Stella in hand. “You always look for a 
Dayatthespa, but she’s irreplaceable. I’m 
going to have a lot of good horses; I may 
never have one as good as she is.” 

Watsdachances needed to be pretty 
good to top the Gallorette. The daughter 
of Diamond Green (Fr) caught a break 
with the Preakness morning scratch of 
Hard Not to Like, who won the Gamely 
Stakes-Gl at Santa Anita nine days later. 

The 1 Lie-mile race didn’t look like it 
would feature much pace and didn’t when 
the gate opened. Javier Castellano kept

Watsdachances relatively close early-never 
more than 7 lengths out of it-as long- 
shots Oscar Party and Fasnacloich and 
European import Token of Love (GB) 
banged it out on the lead. 

Castellano’s decision to keep Watsda¬ 
chances in mid-pack worked out as she 
looped rivals around the turn and powered 
past Emotional Kitten inside the final 
sixteenth to win by a length. Sistas Stroll 
finished 114 lengths behind Emotional 
Kitten in third and 114 lengths in front of 
4-1 second choice Bocaiuva (Ire). 

Watsdachances hadn’t raced since fin¬ 
ishing fourth in the Grade 1 Flower Bowl 
in late September at Belmont, her fourth 
consecutive loss in 2014. She didn’t run 
poorly in those defeats, which included a 
second to Somali Lemonade in the 2014 
Gallorette, but just wasn’t the same as 
she’d been in victory-filled campaigns at 
2 and 3. 

“Last year she got a little sick with a 
virus,” Bradley said. “There as a hot bug 
going around New York, she got it and 
had a 104 temp. We gave her the time but 
that and her 4-year-old year, sometimes a 
4-year-old year is tough on a filly and they 
just don’t mature as quick.” 

Bradley said Watsdachances was more 
developed by the time she returned to 
trainer Chad Brown this winter in Florida. 
Brown said he’d never seen her better 
since she was a 2-year-old, and continued 
to say it leading up to the Gallorette. 

“That was a really good field,” Bradley 
said. “Bocaiuva is a really nice filly. I 
watched her quite a bit [last year in Europe]. 
[Mango Diva-GB], she was a Grade 2 win¬ 
ner running against the toughest fillies in 
Europe. We were a little bit lucky when the 
filly scratched this morning because she 
was the speed of the race and I think that 
tightened everybody else up. Having said 
that the way our girl ran today I’ll take on 
anybody that was in the race.” 

Sandbar caps big week 

Preakness Week proved very rewarding 
for the Sharp/Napravnik household. 

Two days after retired jockey Rosie 
Napravnik was feted in absentia at the 
Alibi Breakfast with the 2015 Special 
Award of Merit from the Maryland Jockey 
Club for making outstanding contribu¬ 
tions to racing, her husband Joe Sharp 
saddled Sandbar to victory in the $150,000 
Maryland Sprint Handicap-G3. 

Sandbar tracked the early pace set by 
last year’s Maryland Sprint winner Happy 
My Way before putting that rival away in 
the stretch and holding off a tepid late 
rally from Service for Ten to win by three- 
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quarters of a length. The Maryland Sprint 
was the first stakes victory for the 4-year- 
olcl War Pass gelding, who was claimed by 
Ken and Sarah Ramsey and Sharp for 
$30,000 last September at Churchill Downs. 

“He was a little immature but he’s 
grown up,” Sharp said. “He’s changed 
physically right in front of our eyes and 
he’s gotten better and better. Joel [Rosario] 
did a great job today and the horse helps 
himself out by being pliable and versatile. 
He can be close or he can come from off 
of it. That will help a horse in the long run, 
when they can adjust their running style 
when they need it.” 

Sharp didn’t get much time to cele¬ 
brate his first graded stakes and third 
overall stakes success, or even to watch 
the Preakness and rest of the supporting 
card live, as he was off to Monmouth Park 
to saddle Aztec Brave (Fr) in the Grade 
3 Red Bank Stakes less than five hours 
after Sandbar’s victory. Aztec Brave fin¬ 
ished third behind record-setting Winning 
Cause. 

Ageless again 

Ageless gave Roy and Gretchen Jackson 
so many thrills last year that the choice 
to bring the mare back for her 6-year-old 
campaign proved pretty simple. 


“We debated, should we stop and breed 
her or not,” Roy Jackson said after Ageless 
defended her title in the $100,000 The 
Very One Stakes in a near carbon-copy to 
last year. “We thought about it, but at our 
age, we enjoy the racing so much. She was 
doing real well at the end of last year, had 
a good winter and we just said, ‘you know, 
we might as well give her a chance.’” 

Ageless showed she’s living up to her 
name in the 5-furlong turf sprint, winning 
by three-quarters of a length over Joya Real 
under a perfectly timed ride from Julien 
Leparoux in :55.66 on firm turf. She won 
last year’s race by the same margin in :58.91 
on good ground. 

“She had a great trip,” said Arnaud 
Delacour, who trains the winner at Fair 
Hill. “She was mid-pack where she likes 
it. It took him awhile to find his way, but 
when he did she really kicked. That’s what 
she does.” 

The Very One was part of a pro¬ 
ductive 2014 campaign for the daugh¬ 
ter of Successful Appeal, who also won 
the Royal North Stakes-G3 at Woodbine, 
Giant’s Causeway Stakes at Keeneland, 
placed in three other stakes and finished 
a close fourth in the Breeders’ Cup Turf 
Sprint-Gl at Santa Anita. 


The Jacksons hope to get back to the 
Turf Sprint this year at Keeneland, where 
Ageless has a win and two seconds in three 
starts. The trick will be finding just the 
right races to use as preps. 

“It’s unfortunate, if we were in Europe 
there would be a whole lot more races at 
this distance,” Roy Jackson said of the 
5-furlong trip, where Ageless is 4-for-7 
lifetime. 

Part of Team Pharoah 

Martin Garcia is unquestionably a key 
member of the American Pharoah team. 

The 30-year-old Mexican jockey rode 
the multiple classic-winning colt in his 
career debut—a fifth at Del Mar last 
August—before the mount was given to 
Victor Espinoza. Garcia continues his 
association with American Pharoah, how¬ 
ever, as the colt’s work rider for trainer 
Bob Baffert. 

Garcia is also the regular rider of Fame 
and Power and when he rode Juddmonte 
Farms’ homebred First Defence colt 
to victory from the inside post in the 
$100,000 Sir Barton he perhaps hinted at 
what was to come later in the day from 
American Pharoah.

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Garcia sent Fame and Power 
to the front from the break, gave 
him a bit of a breather up the 
backstretch, and cruised to a day¬ 
light victory, just like Espinoza did 
in the Preakness aboard American 
Pharoah six races later. 

Neither conceded they were 
given specific go-to-the-lead RjvJ 
instructions by Baffert, but it was 
pretty obvious what the tactics 
were. 

“I don’t like to hear instruc¬ 
tions because [if it doesn’t go to 
plan] I hear I screw it up, so I don’t like to 
hear [instructions],” Garcia said after Fame 
and Power won by 3 lengths over Bold 
Conquest and 3-2 favorite Donworth. 

Baffert put blinkers on Fame and 
Power, third behind eventual Preakness 
third-place finisher Divining Rod and 
Donworth in the Lexington Stakes-G3 
in April at Keeneland. Garcia didn’t ride 
that day, Irad Ortiz Jr. was aboard, but he 
watched the race. 

“Sometimes when you have speed and 
you draw the inside rail you have to go,” he 
said. “You’re not going to take him back. 
When you have the option to go you just 
go. If he gets tired and you get caught, 
there’s nothing you can do about it. That 
horse likes to run like that so I just go with 
him.” 

Bred by Juddmonte’s Prince Khalid 
Abdullah’s Millsec Ltd. and out of the 
unraced Storm Cat mare Storming On, 
Fame and Power won the 1 Lie-mile Sir 
Barton in 1:41.67, less than a second off 
Deputed Testamony’s 30-year-old track 
record. 

Wood win W stays perfect 

Woodwin W was destined for a day 
like May 16, in a stakes race on a Saturday 
afternoon in front of a packed house. He 
just took a roundabout way getting there. 

He kicked off the Preakness Day stakes 
action with a victory in die $100,000 James 
W. Murphy for 3-year-olds on the grass. 
The victory, a three-quarter-length score 
over favorite Force the Pass, was the fourth 
in as many career starts for the More Than 
Ready gelding. 

Even more remarkable, the winner 
went from castoff last October to stakes 
winner by May, all as the first racehorse for 
owner Woody Weeks. 

“Honesdy after today we still don’t 
know what we have,” Weeks said. “I mean, 
look what he did today.” 

Weeks bought Woodwin W for $12,000 
at the 2014 OBS October mixed sale on 
the advice of his wife Jolane’s ex-husband 
and respected horseman Niall Brennan. 


Woodwin W digs in late to stay unbeaten 
with a win in the James W. Murphy 


Brennan purchased Woodwin W for 
$225,000 on behalf of Marc Keller out of 
the opening session of the 2013 Keeneland 
September yearling sale. 

“Niall sent him up to some trainers up 
north and they said the horse, how can 
I say this, sorry, but they said the horse 
couldn’t run,” Jolane Weeks said. “But 
Niall told us, he said, ‘this horse is nice, you 
need to buy him.’ ” 

Woodwin W came into the l-mile 
Murphy off a win in allowance company 
April 24 at Pimlico for trainer Jamie Ness. 
He’d won that race after back-to-back 
scores in Florida, first on the dirt going 
IVu miles at Tampa Bay Downs in late 
February and less than three weeks later 
going IV 2 furlongs on grass at Gulfstream 
Park. 

“This is all kind of tike a dream,” said 
Woody Weeks, who came to the race with 
a large group of family and friends. “Who 
would have ever thought? First horse, 
fourth race and we’re at the Preakness. It’s 
good now.” 

NOTES: More than a few observers near 
the walkway from the paddock to the 
racetrack noticed that Holy Boss looked 
an awfully lot like his sire, multiple Grade 

1 winner Street Boss. Those are cer¬ 
tainly big expectations to live up to, but 
considering the way Holy Boss won the 
$100,000 Chick Lang Stakes it’s not a 
stretch to say he’s quickly becoming one 
of his sire’s leading runners. Holy Boss 
came from just off the pace and won by 

2 lengths in 1:09.61, the fastest 6-furlong 

clocking of the weekend. He’s won three 
straight for Jerry Durant and trainer Steve 
Asmussen. . . Fans who stuck around for 
the allowance finale about a half-hour 
after the Preakness didn’t get a chance to 
see American Pharoah’s half-brother, the 
Maimonides ridgling Xixixi, run because 
he was scratched. . . Preakness Day atten¬ 
dance was a record 131,680. Handle was 
$85.16 milhon, which topped the 2014 
mark by more than $1.3 million. %

Keen Pauline makes early lead 
stand up for Banke, Romans 


K een Pauline pulled a wire job on 
the Grade 2 Black-Eyed Susan 
at Pimlico May 15, banging out 
four quarter-mile splits in about 24 sec¬ 
onds each and then kicking for home to 
upset the $250,000 stakes-her first win 
since a Churchill Downs maiden race last 
September. 

Upstairs in the track's outdoor box area, 
assistant trainer Tammy Fox cheered home 
die chestnut filly with a loud “Whoooo," 
punctuated with a pat on the belly of a 
television cameraman filming the connec¬ 
tions of another runner. “You picked the 
wrong one, buddy," she added for good 
measure, then bounded down the steps to 
the winner's circle. 

Fox was joyful for herself, trainer and 
longtime partner Dale Romans and owner/ 
breeder Barbara Banke of Stone street 
Stables. Mostly, however, Fox celebrated 
for the daughter of Pulpit and the Two 
Punch mare Grand Pauline. 

“I've always liked her, she was my first 
or second choice of all the fillies we had," 
said Fox. “Number one, I could gallop her. 
The second thing was she was just kind, 
you know fillies. Some aren't that way. I 
always got along with her and whenever 
she worked there was always more under¬ 
neath you. You knew she was going to be 
a nice horse." 

She was all that and more in the Friday 
feature on Preakness Weekend, easing to 


the lead and simply staying put as jock¬ 
ey Javier Castellano backed up the field 
through a quarter-mile in :24.37 then a 
half in :49.09. She went past 6 furlongs in 
1:13, ahead by a half-length on Marylander 
Gypsy Judy, and got a mile in 1:37.85. Up 
by 3 lengths in the stretch, she held sway by 
2% over Include Betty with Ahh Chocolate 
third in 1:50.46 for lYs miles. Favorite 
Luminance finished fifth. 

The front-running tactics kind of came 
to Castellano. 

“When the overnight came out, I said, 
‘No speed in the race, this is easy,'" he said 
with a smile. “Nah, I didn't expect to be on 
the lead, she broke so well and I thought 
I’d take advantage. They let me dictate 
the pace, the key was the first quarter. It 
was slow, they let me slow it down, I got 
a breather. I just enjoyed the ride. When 
we turned for home, I could see her ears. 
They were going back and forth, I said, 
‘She's got to have a lot more in the tank.' 
She took off." 

Sent off at better than 15-1, Keen 
Pauline won for the second time in six 
career starts while making her stakes debut. 
As a 2-year-old, she finished last of 10 on 
the turf in a Saratoga maiden, then finished 
in a dead heat for the win at Churchill. She 
closed 2014 with a second in allowance 
company in November, then finished third 
in a January allowance at Gulfstream Park. 
After a three-month break from the races, 



Keen Pauline finished fourth going 6 fur¬ 
longs at Keeneland April 16 with an eye 
toward Pimlico. 

“That was just a race because she need¬ 
ed a race," said Fox. “The gallop out after 
that was great. The further [distance] the 
better, from the get-go." 

Keen Pauline's dam Grand Pauline, 
bred in Maryland by Edward Gamble, was 
a half-sister to four stakes horses when 
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Ears pricked and flying high, Keen Pauline settles into a spot on the lead in the Grade 2 Black-Eyed Susan Stakes at Pimlico. 


she sold to Stonestreet at Fasig-Tipton’s 
Saratoga yearling sale in 2006. She never 
raced, but might slowly be recouping some 
of her $360,000 price tag with her first 
stakes winner. Grand Pauline has produced 
four foals to race—three winners —and has 
a 2014 colt by Hard Spun and a 2015 filly 
by Arch. 

Fox credited Banke, and patience, with 
playing a big role in Keen Pauline’s success. 


“It was just taking your time, taking 
your time,” said Fox. “Barbara will let you 
do that. When you a have owners like that, 
it makes your job easier.” 

Banke was on hand at Pimlico and 
loved the result. Keen Pauline is named 
for the owner’s mother and is a farm 
favorite. 

“She is the sweetest filly,” Banke said. 
“Whenever they bring kids to the barn they 


bring them to Keen Pauline to pet her. She 
was really, really sweet. She’s a nice, nice 
filly. We knew that she had a good race in 
her and Dale kept telling me that this was 
a good race for her. We said, ‘well it looks 
tough.’ But he said, ‘no, no, I think she’s 
got a good shot.’ He’s the trainer and he’s 
been with her.” ^

L ast year’s Belmont Stakes-Gl was 
supposed to be all about California 
Chrome. Instead it became the 
stage where the world was introduced to 
Tonalist, who used the final jewel of the 
Triple Crown as a springboard to wins in 
the 2014 Jockey Club Gold Cup Stakes-Gl 
and 2015 Westchester Stakes-G3. 

The moment nearly belonged to 
Commissioner. 

A prototypical son of 1992 Belmont 
winner A.P. Indy Commissioner led from 
the start until a stride before the wire. He 
lost by a head. Even worse, he came out of 
the race with a chip in his left front ankle 
that cost him the remainder of his 3-year- 
old season. 

He’s come back better than ever in 
2015, not counting a puzzling performance 
in the Donn Handicap-Gl, and won his 
second consecutive graded stakes in the 
$300,000 Pimlico Special-G3 to cap the 
Black-Eyed Susan program at Pimlico May 
15. Javier Castellano rode the winner for 
Todd Pletcher and WinStar Farm, the same 
trainer/owner combination that won the 
2014 Special with Revolutionary. 

“I don’t worry about anything with 
this horse,” said Elliott Walden, WinStar 
president and chief executive officer. “He’s 
just getting good. We’ll keep stepping him 
up and see where we go from there. 
Hopefully, he’s a horse who can be a factor 
with the big boys the last part of the year. 
Beautiful horse, drop-dead gorgeous.” 

Pletcher said the 2H-length win over 
Page McKenney, combined with a win in 
the Skip Away Stakes-G3 in late March 
at Gulfstream Park “hopefully earned 
[Commissioner’s] way into the WinStar 


stallion barn and hopefully there’s more to 
come this year.” 

But that Belmont defeat still stings and 
was a common thread in post-race com¬ 
ments from his trainer and jockey. 

“He made it look easy again because he’s 
such a good horse,” Castellano said. “He’s 
getting better and better. Unfortunately he 
was a lithe immature last year and that’s 
why he got beat in the Belmont Stakes. 
Nothing against Tonalist because he beat 
us, but he started looking around. I think 
he’s getting better and better. He can be 
a good handicap horse later on this year.” 

Pletcher, who won the Belmont by a 
nose with the filly Rags to Riches in 2007 
and again with Palace Malice in 2013, 
agreed. 

“Second beaten about an inch. Nasty 
one,” he said. “Led every step of the way 
except that one, last, critical jump. That 
one hurt. Naturally they’ve been showing a 
replay of that a lot at Belmont lately. Not 
my favorite replay. Son of A.P. Indy, you 
feel like his 4-year-old year could poten¬ 
tially be his best.” 

Pletcher said the l 3 /i6 miles was the 
main reason he picked the Special for 
Commissioner. His three previous victo¬ 
ries all came at route distances, including 
a 9-furlong maiden win as a 2-year-old at 
Saratoga. So the colt’s preference is pretty 
clear. 

“He’s all A.P. Indy. Do we really want 
to back up?” Pletcher said. “This race fit. 
You wouldn’t need any excuses to come 
in for it; it’s a prestigious race. It’s got a 
name to it. So you try to stay with what 
you know he wants to do. Seemed like a 
logical move.” 


The amazing Ben’s Cat 

King Leatherbury showed up a few 
minutes before the horses left the paddock 
for the $100,000 Jim McKay Turf Sprint, 
just enough time for any last-minute advice 
to Julian Pimentel and one last look at 
Ben’s Cat. 

The newly elected Hall of Fame train¬ 
er certainly picked a unique way to go 
from barn to paddock: behind the team 
of Budweiser Clydesdales, alongside the 
team’s signature Dalmatian mascot and 
aboard the red wooden beer wagon. 

“King of beers, King of Maryland,” 
Pimlico racing secretary Georganne Hale 
quipped while Leatherbury stepped off the 
wagon to cheers. 

Ben’s Cat didn’t do anything overly 
unique in the Turf Sprint, winning the race 
is old hat for him since he’s now done it 
four times in the last five years. What really 
made it stand out was the ovation the now 
9-year-old gelding got coming back to 
the winner’s circle and the admiration he 
received from fans and horsemen. 

The race itself was pretty dramatic, too, 
as Ben’s Cat raced in fifth around the turn 
as Bold Thunder looked poised to knock 
off the reigning Maryland-bred Horse of 
the Year for the second straight race. In the 
stretch, most fans gave up at first, then got 
excited as Ben’s Cat and Julian Pimentel 
started to pick off rivals on the outside, 
only to maybe give up again as he appeared 
to flatten out going to the inside for a bet¬ 
ter run at Bold Thunder. 

“That horse ducked out,” Pimentel said 
of his decision to go inside, where he went 
to win by a neck. “At first I wanted to go 
outside of him but he ducked out, so I

went inside. Hes just unbelievable. He 
knows where the wire is.” 

Indeed. The Turf Sprint was Ben's Cat's 
24th career stakes victory and 29th overall 
from 47 starts. Fifteen wins have come at 5 
furlongs on the grass and the Turf Sprint is 
just one of seven stakes he's won multiple 
times. 

“Amazing, amazing horse,” Leatherbury 
said. “He just does the same thing all the 
time and makes it so exciting. This is our 
format here.” 

Ben's Cat was the 2-1 favorite over the 
other nine in the Turf Sprint, but clearly 
the one many of the 42,700 that turned out 
at Pimlico were backing. 

“Leather's horse was incredible,” said 
trainer Mike Trombetta, who didn't have 
a starter in the race but watched intently 
nonetheless. “How does one horse win 
so many photos? It's gotten to the point 
where you expect him to get there.” 

Multiple Eclipse Award winner Pletcher 
agreed. 

“That was really cool to see Ben's Cat, 
what a nice horse,” he said. 


Hall of Fame jockey Gary Stevens, who 
rode Firing Line in the Preakness, talked 
about watching Ben’s Cat run via simulcast 
at home in California, lobbied Leatherbury 


during the Alibi Breakfast for a chance to 
ride and joked some more about riding the 
venerable gelding someday. 
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“He'd suit my style/’ Stevens said. “Sit 
back and make one run.” 

Straight to the winner’s circle. 

Queen of the Hilltop 

You think it’s easy? Sagamore Farm 
manager Tom Mullikin and bloodstock 
agent Bob Feld accepted the trophy for 
Miss Temple City’s win in the $100,000 
Hilltop Stakes, then breathed a big sigh 
of relief. 

Feld bred the 3-year-old filly and recom¬ 
mended her to Mullikin as a potential pur¬ 
chase for the Maryland-based Sagamore, 
owned by Under Armour CEO Kevin 
Plank. 

“Sagamore has been buying into good 
prospects, especially ones that can run on 
this weekend,” said Feld of the daughter 
of Temple City who won her first two 
starts last year. After those two wins, one 
at Laurel Park and another at Gulfstream, 
Feld called Mullikin. 

“She’s what we’re looking for, the prob¬ 
lem is I bred her and the other problem is 
I own a piece of her,” Feld told Mullikin. “I 
don’t want to look self-serving.” 

Feld solved the issue by putting his 
partners Allen and Georgia Rosenblum in 
touch with Mullikin. Sagamore bought 25 
percent from the Rosenblums and wound 
up with a big chance for a Preakness 
Weekend winner. Bet down to 6-5 while 
racing for Sagamore, the Rosenblums 
and Feld’s group The Club Racing, Miss 
Temple City kicked away from six others in 
the stretch to win by 2% lengths in 1:41.94 
for 1 Vie miles on the turf. 

“I’ve been very nervous because it puts 
you in a spot where you look like you’re 
over-selling something,” said Feld of help¬ 
ing put the deal together. “Obviously this 
day was going to happen all along then. 
That’s why Sagamore was interested, so the 
pressure was there from the beginning.” 

Trained by Graham Motion, Miss 
Temple City has a way of easing pressure. 
She’s the product of $6,000 mare, pur¬ 
chased to take advantage of Spendthrift 
Farm’s offer of a lifetime breeding right 
to anyone sending a mare to new stallion 
Temple City in 2011. Feld used to live 
in Temple City the city (California), saw 
Temple City the horse win at Santa Anita 
in 2009 (and was suitably impressed), loved 
his sire Dynaformer and took a chance.

At Keeneland January in 2011, Feld 
told Spendthrift’s Mark Toothaker about 
the idea and they went halves on the Artax 
mare Glittering Tax, who walked into the 
ring at the right time. She was carrying a 
Tiz Wonderful foal, had won three times 
and produced a winner. Most importantly, 
she was a mare and she was for sale. The 
bidding stalled at $3,000, Feld’s son Sean 
simply asked his father, <( What about this 
mare?” Toothaker bid $4,000, someone 
else bid $5,000, Toothaker bid $6,000. 

Glittering Tax delivered a colt by Tiz 
Wonderful, later named Paganol, who sold 
for $40,000 as a yearling and $250,000 as a 
2 -year-old and is now a three-time winner. 
Feld sent the mare to Temple City in 2011 
and the foal is Miss Temple City, whose 
value continues to climb. 

“I signed a contract and didn’t have a 
mare,” Bob Feld said. “There was no nick¬ 
ing involved, nothing. We bred to Temple 
City for my deal, and this is the result. It’s 
an amazing, unbelievable ride.” 

Luck of the Irish 

It’s not every day a filly breaks her 
maiden for a $25,000 tag at Parx Racing 
and goes on to become a graded stakes 
winner on one of the biggest days in 
American racing. 

On paper that’s the story of Irish Jasper, 
who scored a mild upset in the $150,000 
Miss Preakness Stakes-G3. In reality there’s 
a lot more to the story than a rags-to-riches 
tale. 


“The first time we ran her we went to 
cash a bet,” said Derek Ryan, who owns 
and trains the 3-year-old daughter of First 
Defence. “I knew she was good enough to 
win a special weight. Luckily we got away 
with it. Being Irish you know, we like to 
gamble. The first thousand dollars and she 
was 1-5; no money in the pools over in 
Philadelphia anymore.” 

Irish Jasper wound up going off as the 
9-5 second choice in that late October 
maiden claimer and she won by 8 V 2 lengths. 

She was eligible for starter allowance 
races after that-ran in two and won 
one —and has raced exclusively in stakes 
since. She took the Miss Preakness under 
Kendrick Carmouche by 1% lengths over 
Huasca for her third stakes victory and first 
graded score. 

“She just keeps getting better and bet¬ 
ter,” Ryan said. “I have two partners, 
Irish guys who are partners with me, 
and we bought her off a good friend of 
mine, Dominic Brennan, when she [was 
scratched from the OBS June sale] and 
I’d seen her. I’ve been buying horses off 
Dominic for years.” 

Originally sold as a yearling for $12,000 
at the 2013 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky 
October sale, Irish Jasper is out of the Mr. 
Greeley mare Irish Connection. 

Ryan said that even though the filly’s 
three stakes wins have come sprinting—the 
Miss Preakness, the 7-furlong Gasparilla 
Stakes last December at Tampa Bay Downs 
and the 6 1 / 2 -furlong Belle Harbor Stakes in 


April at Aqueduct—that he’d welcome the 
opportunity to run her long again. Irish 
Jasper’s only attempt at two turns was a dis¬ 
mal eighth in a small stakes in late January 
at Tampa. 

“She’ll go long because she’s a very 
classy filly,” he said. “I wish I could get 
them all like her because I haven’t got 
much else at the moment.” 

New owner, same result 

The last time Stopchargingmaria sur¬ 
faced at Pimlico she was searching for an 
identity after she failed to make an impres¬ 
sion in the spring of her 3-year-old season 
after a strong juvenile campaign. 

Her connections flirted with a major 
stakes at Churchill Downs then went home 
to New York. She was racing for Repole 
Stable and she left Baltimore with a vic¬ 
tory in the Black-Eyed Susan Stakes-G2 
that propelled her to back-to-back Grade 1 
wins at Saratoga, a strong second to older 
females late in the season and a lot of 
attention in the auction ring. 

Fast forward a year and Stopcharg- 
ingmaria looked very much the same filly 
while dominating the $150,000 Allaire 
duPont Distaff-G3 despite a bobble at the 
start that left her left front foot bloody 
from a grabbed quarter. 

About the only difference, aside from 
the obvious year added to the Tale of the 
Cat filly’s life, was the fact she was racing 
in the blue and white colors of Louise 
and Kiki Courtelis’ Town and Country 
Farm and not the royal blue and orange 
of Repole. 

“When she’s right she’s very good,” said 
winning trainer Pletcher, who also trained 
Stopchargingmaria for Repole. “And today 
she was very good.” 

Pletcher considered the La Troienne 
Stakes-Gl at Churchill this spring after she 
finished second in the Madison Stakes-Gl 
at Keeneland. 

“I didn’t think she worked at Churchill 
like she does when she’s on her A-game, 
so we decided to scrap that,” Pletcher 
said, sounding a lot like last year when he 
skipped the Kentucky Oaks-Gl with the 
filly when she didn’t do as well leading up 
to the race. 

“We brought her back, worked her once 
at Keeneland, then worked her at Belmont 
and she worked lights out. I felt confident 
coming into the race she was coming in in 
top form. I thought she ran the way she 
would.” 

Stopchargingmaria bobbled at the break 
and dropped about 9 lengths off the pace 
set by the bathing Yahilwa, Queen’s Blade 
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(Kor) and Brenda’s Way through the open¬ 
ing half-mile. 

John Velazquez admitted he “wasn’t 
exactly where I wanted to be” through 
those early stages but once Iris filly got in 
the clear she did exactly what she was sup¬ 
posed to do. Stopchargingmaria picked off 
rivals while running wide approaching the 
far turn, continued to gain and was in front 
by the time she turned for home. The only 
thing in doubt in the stretch was who’d get 
the placings as Stopchargingmaria won by 
4 lengths. Yaliilwa held off Joint Return 
by a neck for the place spot and the third- 
place finisher had die same margin on Blue 
Violet in fourth. 

“I could tell by the way Johnny was rid¬ 
ing her that he was just waiting for the right 
moment,” Pletcher said. “It seemed like 
she made the lead pretty easy. I’m happy 
we had her tight enough to go the mile and 
an eighth.” 

Win machine 

Rodolfo Romero’s eyes were as big as 
dinner plates as he and his crew watched 
Galiana in the early stages of the $100,000 


Skipat Stakes. Seeing the 5-year-old New 
York-bred daughter of Stonesider close to 
the pace wasn’t all that surprising. 

Chasing the speed of Grade 2 winner 
and 3-5 favorite Lady Sabelia was another 
matter. 

“She scared me today,” a relieved 
Romero said after Galiana shrugged off 
that foe in the stretch to win by 2% lengths. 
“I thought she’d be in fourth, fifth, but 
when I saw her close I opened my eyes 
like that. But she’s tough, training good, 
no problems with her. She’ll do everything 
you want. I’m really happy widi her.” 

Galiana has given Romero plenty of 
reason to be happy. The Skipat was her 
13th victory from 25 starts and it pushed 
her past the $500,000 mark in earnings. 
She’s a six-time stakes winner, graded- 
stakes placed and quite simply, a mark of 
consistency for the Delaware Park-based 
trainer who races the mare in the name of 
his Triple R Stables. 

“I was really, really nervous,” Romero 
said. “Now she can beat anything. She sur¬ 
prised me today.” 


Bred by John Behrendt and Charles 
Marquis, Galiana started with Michael 
Matz before changing hands and eventu¬ 
ally landing in Romero’s care through a 
private purchase in her 2-year-old sea¬ 
son. Matz saddled Who’s in Town to an 
eighth-place finish after a poor start in the 
Skipat and couldn’t be missed checking out 
Galiana pretty intently as she came back to 
the winner’s circle. 

Chances are he and other horsemen in 
the region will see her again soon despite 
Romero’s initial thought to give the mare a 
break before pointing to state-bred stakes 
at Saratoga. Galiana came back eight days 
after the Skipat and finished second in the 
$75,000 My Juliet Stakes at Parx, adding 
another $15,000 to her growing bankroll. 

NOTES: In an example of the depth of 
the 12-race card, Black-Eyed Susan Day 
handle reached $18.49 million, an increase 
of 63 percent over the rain-plagued 
2014 card and the highest in 10 years. . . 
Attendance hit 42,700, a 23-percent 
increase over 2014. ^

A Million 
Reasons 

Smart Strike filly sells for $1.25 million 
to pace record-breaking May Sale

T he seventh digit works just fine, 
thank you very much. After 40 
years of stopping short, a horse 
went through die sales ring at Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic in Timonium, Md., and topped 
$1 million-setting a new record of $1.25 
million at the 2-year-olds in training sale 
May 18. 

Hip 43, a daughter of Smart Strike and 
die A.P. Indy mare Crystal Current, drew 
a final bid from agent Ben McElroy. The 
bay filly, born April 1, 2013, will go to 
California trainer Simon Callaghan and 
forever be the answer to a trivia question. 
Bred in Kentucky by Southern Equine 
Stables, she was consigned by Eddie 
Woods and topped the sale by $410,000. 

“She was the whole package,” said 
Woods. “Her physical, her vet work, her 
work on the track. Her pedigree had a lot 
to do with it too, but her overall demeanor 
was so good. She was a lady every step of 
the way. That helps.” 

The sales-topper worked a furlong in 
: 10.40, but caught McElroy’s attention with 
more than her speed. She had conforma¬ 
tion, pedigree, good veterinary inspections 
and a good work. Her dam won a stakes, 
has produced two winners and is a full- 
sister to Grade 1 winner and leading sire 
Majestic Warrior. The pedigree includes 
Grade 1 winners Dream Supreme and 
Spinning Round and more. 

McElroy, whose purchases include 2015 
Kentucky Derby-Gl runner-up Firing Line 


and Grade 1 winner Sunset Glow, said the 
price was the highest he’s paid-by far. 

“I don’t know how legible my signature 
was afterward,” he said. “Normally my 
budget is maxed out at 250 or 300 [thou¬ 
sand] . It was nice that people believed in us 
and we were able to get it done. It was a tit¬ 
tle higher than we thought, but we’re happy 
to have her. When all the things add up, 
you’re going to have to pay a premium.” 

The big number at the top wasn’t the 
only story as the two-day sale finished with 
a record $22,659,000 in gross sales (from 
255 horses sold). The $88,859 average also 
set a record for Fasig-Tipton Midlantic. 

Sales director Paget Bennett loved the 
returns, and was even happier about get¬ 
ting over the seven-figure mark. In her 
role with the company, she’s seen plenty of 
miltion-dollar sales at Saratoga, Kentucky 
and Florida. To have one at a Midlantic 
sale, put together by the Fair Hill-based 
staff of four she heads, meant plenty. 

“I’d always hope that one day it would 
happen in Maryland,” she said. “I was 
beginning to think it might not happen. We 
got to 850 [in 2009], but couldn’t seem to 
get over the hump. We’ve always felt that 
you could bring good horses to Timonium 
and that people would find them. It was a 
very good sale.” 

Bennett said Fasig-Tipton answered 
more travel inquiries than ever—hotel assis¬ 
tance, airport instructions, directions and 
so on-and the proof was in the returns. 


“From what we were seeing on the 
grounds training and also listening to con¬ 
signors, there was a lot of interest, a lot 
of action,” said Bennett. “The consignors 
know. They watch everybody else’s horses 
and were telling us there were some really 
nice horses there. You hope the stars align 
and it works out. Hopefully it helps next 
year and people think of this sale a tittle bit 
more and make it a target.” 

Woods led all consignors by gross with 
$3,871,000 and was second with an average 
of $215,056 from 18 horses sold. Just two 
of his original 38 in the catalogue wound 
up as not sold. As has become the norm, 
the market was strong at the top. 

“I was fortunate that I had a handful 
of horses that wouldn’t normally end up 
in a 2-year-old sale,” he said. “They would 
have brought a lot of money at any venue. 
The sale used to be more of a workmanlike 
sale, but all of the sales have morphed into 
top-end sales. All the money is there for 
the top end. The blue-collar ones are the 
harder ones to get to sell. It’s the way our 
business is going anymore.” 

Woods tikes the timing of Timonium 
as one of the later 2-year-old sales on the 
calendar and also appreciated the upgrades 
to the Timonium barns and the work done 
by organizers. 

“They did it well,” he said. “The doors, 
the brackets for the cross ties and web¬ 
bings. It makes a huge difference. We’d 
have to haul our own screens, that’s a bun- 
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die of work. To arrive there and have the 
work done made a big difference and it was 
very much appreciated. They have worked 
and done a great job, nibbled away at it. It's 
always a nice place to come, but the work 
theyve done improved it even more.” 

High Quality, Prices 

The top-priced colt reached $840,000, 
in part due to the buzz generated by his 
sire Pioneerof the Nile. Two days before 
the sale started, his son American Pharoah 
added the Preakness Stakes-Gl to his 
Kentucky Derby score early in the month. 

Hip 165 came with plenty of his own 
ammunition too thanks to a deep female 
family that includes stakes-winning half- 
brothers Leave the Light On and Harlan’s 
Pure, plus champions Balanchine and It’s 
in the Air and others. The New York-bred 
also worked a quarter-mile in :21.40 to 
catch the attention of New York-based 
trainer Linda Rice, who signed the ticket 
for clients Sheila Rosenblum and Irish 
Smith. 

Consigned by de Meric Sales, the colt 
came along at the right time. 

“Obviously the timing with American 
Pharoah blowing away the Preakness 
helped push him along a little bit,” said 
Tristan de Meric. “A lot of what we do has 
to do with timing. You can’t predict that, 
and if you could it would be way too easy. 

“We were thrilled. He’s been a nice 
horse all year long.” 

The colt also turned out to be a nice re¬ 
sale off a $150,000 purchase at Keeneland 
September by a de Meric pinhooking part¬ 
nership. 

“It all fell into place,” de Meric said. 
“The 2-year-old market has been great the 
last few years and that sale has been getting 
better and better. People really want those 
horses.” 

De Meric sold two 2015 Kentucky 
Derby starters (Materiality and War Story) 
at the 2014 sale, and rode the momentum. 

“That makes buyers prick their ears a 
little bit,” he said. ‘You have to try to place 
the horses. We get the more precocious 
horses early. The really strong dirt families 
might go to Maryland or horses that might 
be improving with the extra time you have 
to get to that sale. It’s more about how they 
look than anything.” 

Pioneerof the Nile also sired the sec¬ 
ond-highest priced colt, Hip 121, who 
went for $500,000. Harvey Diamond pur-

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chased the Kentucky-bred from the con¬ 
signment of the McKathan Brothers. The 
bay colt, a March foal from the Boston 
Harbor mare Coastal Flag, sold for $50,000 
at Keeneland September. 

The sale's leading sire, Pioneerof the 
Nile sent eight horses into the ring. Five 
sold for $1,675,000 (a $335,000 average). 

Woods was rewarded twice by the sales- 
topper-once when she zipped past the 
$800,000 number he had in his head and 
seven horses later when a Quality Road 
filly from his consignment blasted to that 
figure. Hip 58, out of the Grade 1-win¬ 
ning Forestry mare Diplomat Lady, was 
purchased by Tim Stakemire for Sheikh 
Mohammed bin Khalifa A1 Maktoum 
(owner of Mubtaahij-Ire among others). 

A June 8 foal, the filly literally grew up 
at Woods' farm. 

“That's a filly I loved," he said. “She 
showed up in December and was a little, 
overgrown weanling—purely due to her

Woods said the filly was likely headed to 
California trainer Bob Baffert. She worked 
a furlong in : 10.20 and seeks to become 
the third winner for her dam, who won 
the 2005 Hollywood Starlet Stakes-Gl and 
earned $552,784. 

Regional Results 

Forty-seven horses bred in the region 
sold at the two-day sale, led by 25 from 
Pennsylvania. 

The squad included Hip 168, a Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred filly by Giant’s Causeway out 
of the Mr. Greeley mare Laughing Lashes. 
Bred by Brushwood Stable, the gray or 
roan filly brought $310,000 on a bid from 
agent Steve Young as part of the Crupi’s 
New Castle Farm consignment. She pre¬ 
viously sold for $250,000 at Keeneland 
September and was a $320,000 RNA at 
Fasig-Tipton’s March sale in Florida. The 
Pennsylvanians averaged $59,160, with five 
others reaching $100,000 or more. 

Eleven Maryland-breds sold for an aver¬ 
age of $46,182 and were led by Hip 229 at 
$220,000. Consigned by Cary Frommer, 
the dark bay daughter of Love of Money 
is a half-sister to Maryland Million Lassie 
winner My Magician and was bred by Tom, 
Chris and Brooke Bowman. Produced 
from Brooke’s mare My Rib, the filly was 
a $19,000 RNA from the consignment of 
Becky (Bowman) Davis at the Eastern Fall 
yearling sale, but blossomed into some¬ 
thing more as a 2-year-old-and got some 
help from her big sister. 

“A lot was based on the Street Magician 
I’d sold to Larry Johnson the year before,” 
said Davis. “I remember thinking if we got 
$20,000 Brooke would have been happy, 
but that if we didn’t it might make sense 
to take the risk and sell her as a 2-year- 
old. She was pretty athletic and the Street 
Magician was coming along.” 

The filly didn’t sell and the Bowmans 
teamed up with longtime family friend 
Cary Frommer and aimed for May. The 
Street Magician filly turned out to be My 
Magician, who won the Lassie 19 days after 
the yearling sale. The Love of Money filly 
kept making progress with Frommer and 
won at the Aiken Trials in March. 

“We thought she would do well, but 
that was completely unexpected,” said 
Tom Bowman. “That kind of price was 
way, way past anybody’s expectations. Talk

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about being able to put up fences and buy 
tractors at the same time.” 

Bowman paid full credit to Frommer, 
who sold 12 at the sale to crack the top 10 
consignors by gross. 

The Love of Money filly topped the 
consignment on a bid by Hat Creek Racing, 
a group headed by Gatewood Bell that has 
also included NFL player Wes Welker. The 
Hat Creek horses are normally trained by 
Wesley Ward. 

“Cary did a great job/’ said Bowman. 
“She never rushes her horses or puts any 
pressure on them. With this filly, the only 
thing that changed was her athletic ability.” 

Three Virginia-breds were led by Hip 
452, who went for $210,000. The Malibu 
Moon colt, out of stakes winner Art Show 
and bred by Bill Backer, is a half-broth¬ 
er to stakes horse Delhomme. Mersad 
Metanovic Bloodstock made the purchase

from the consignment of Pike Racing. The 
Virginia contingent averaged $89,333. 

Five West Virginia-breds sold for an 
average of $76,500, led by the $190,000 
paid for Hip 136. Bred by Maurice F. Casey 
III, the Proud Citizen colt is a half-brother 
to two winners and out of a daughter of 
multiple stakes winner American Dynasty. 
California agent Dennis O’Neill signed the 
ticket from the Woods consignment. 

New Jersey breeders produced three 
sales, headed by two at $50,000-a colt 
and a gelding by Wicked Rich. Owner/ 
breeder Wes Carter sold both (the for¬ 
mer to Kathleen Willier and the latter to 
Korean interests). The Jersey-breds aver¬ 
aged $40,000. 

Pennsylvania-based consultant EQB 
bought two, a $160,000 Quality Road 
colt for American Pharoah’s owner Zayat 
Stable and a $105,000 Pennsylvania-bred 
Jump Start filly. 

Regional owner Chuck Zacney went to 
$300,000 to buy a Distorted Humor filly. 
Eclipse Thoroughbred Partners, a barn 
owner at Fair Hill Training Center, bought 
three colts by Indygo Shiner, Scat Daddy 
and Harlan’s Holiday for $610,000 total. 
Regional owner/breeder Larry Johnson 
went to $170,000 to buy a Midshipman 
filly. 

Small Team, Big Hit 

When Crystal and Marcus Ryan fin¬ 
ish their morning jobs galloping 10 or so 
a day for Darley at the Aiken Training 


Center in South Carolina they really go to 
work-prepping a one-horse consignment 
for Fasig-Tipton’s May 2-year-old sale. 

The extra efforts paid off big time in 
2015 as Hip 468 went for $125,000 to 
trainer Gary Contessa-nearly tripling the 
couple’s best sale in three prior trips to 
Timonium. Less than eight months earlier 
at the same venue, the Ryans spent $7,500 
to buy the Silver Train colt as a yearling. 

“We work off a budget and have been 
buying one yearling for the last four years,” 
said Crystal. “We had some money saved 
up for the first one and each year we made 
a little bit of money to keep going back. 
This year was amazing.” 

And to think the initial purchase nearly 
didn’t happen. The Ryans were waiting 
outside the ring for a specific horse when 
Crystal got a call from her friend Chris 
Welker. 

“You really need to see this horse,” 
Welker said. “He RNA’d.” 

Ryan replied, “But I’ve got to see this 
other one.” 

The simple reply from Welker was, 
“You don’t want to wait very long.” 

Ryan left her husband at the ring and 
headed toward the barn of consignor 
CandyLand Farm. 

“We couldn’t afford a big-name sire 
anyway, and I’d rather have a good, solid 
horse,” she said. “He had good bone and 
great conformation and was really put 
together well. He was just beautifully put 
together.”

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They were both surprised. 

“My hands were shaking so much, 
the whole time,” said Crystal, who rode 
such standouts as Midshipman, Alpha and 
Wedding Toast as young horses.

When 
it was over, somebody said I had to go 
congratulate Gary Contessa. I could barely 
see. What an amazing day.” 

Crystal said the money will come in 
handy. The Ryans’ daughter Anjali is turn¬ 
ing 9 and there are plenty of expenses and 
plans to make. 

Crystal hopes to help out some family 
members and “give back to the Lord a little 
bit” for the blessings. 

She and her husband will also be at the 
yearling sale this fall, looking to do it all 
over again.” ^

Fighting Mad 

Sea Shadow gets motivated after loss, 
wins track’s first stakes of 2015 season

B en and Mary Jo Colebrook’s Sea 
Shadow performed like she was the 
odds-on favorite and not the longest 
price of the six who competed in the 
$50,000 Winter Melody Stakes May 20, 
the first-added money event of the 2015 
Delaware Park season. 

The 4-year-old Pennsylvania-bred 
daughter of Jump Start romped in the 1 Vis- 
mile stakes, winning by lengths for her 
first stakes victory about a month after fin¬ 
ishing fifth in the Sixty Sails Handicap-G3 
at Hawthorne Race Course. 

“Her effort in the Sixty Sails was bet¬ 
ter than it looks on paper,” said Ben 
Colebrook, who trains the filly and co¬ 
bred her with his father John Colebrook 
and John Bonziglia. “There was no pace 
in the race, because the speed horse didn’t 
break. She was up against it from the start, 
but was only beaten about 3 lengths for 
second.” 


Colebrook said that Sea Shadow—whom 
he ships from his base at Keeneland in Ken¬ 
tucky wherever she’s entered, be it Penn¬ 
sylvania, Delaware or Illinois — trained bet¬ 
ter than she ever had after the Sixty Sails. 

“She came out of that race with fire in 
her belly, as if she were mad she had lost,” 
Colebrook said. “I added blinkers for her 
final work before the Winter Melody, and 
it was the best work of her life.” 

Colebrook said the addition of the 
blinkers helped keep her closer to the pace. 
He watched via simulcast from Keeneland, 
while his father saddled her at Delaware. 

“I could tell from the way she was run¬ 
ning that she would be tough to beat,” 
Ben said. 

Colebrook said that, while his parents 
own a small farm in Scott County, Ky., 
they decided to breed their Dixieland Band 
mare Evening Shadows to Jump Start, who 
at the time stood at Ghost Ridge Farm 


near York, Pa., because they wanted to take 
advantage of the Pennsylvania breeding 
program. 

Sea Shadow was foaled at Ghost Ridge 
in April 2011, but a few months later 
Evening Shadows died of colic. 

“Sea Shadow is very gentle, just like 
a pet, because she was handled a lot 
when she was a foal after her dam died,” 
Colebrook said. “She always acted like she 
had ability, and we got our first clue when 
she ran third in a maiden special weight at 
Churchill Downs in her first start.” 

The Winter Melody was Sea Shadow’s 
fifth win from 13 starts and boosted her 
earnings to $182,006. 

INCREASES AT OPENER 

Patrons who came through the gates 
May 16 not only got the chance to cele¬ 
brate the Stanton oval’s kickoff of the 
2015 meeting with a free hat, but were able 
to sample fine simulcasting fare that fea¬ 
tured the 140th Preakness Stakes. Delaware 
Park’s 78th year of live racing began with 
Doheny Racing Stable, Off the Hook LLC 
and Thomas Coleman’s Empty Backfield 
breaking his maiden for trainer Michael 
Lerman against four rivals. 

Faced with the ever-present shortage 
of horses, management at Delaware hopes 
to increase field sizes this year by plac¬ 
ing an emphasis on attracting 2-year-olds 
and claiming horses, and actively recruited 
them during the off-season. Director of 
racing John Mooney said that there were 
more than 1,100 horses in the barn area to 
begin the season, about 200 more than for 
the start of the 2014 meet. 

Mooney said he hoped the increase 
would help add races to each card, and ide¬ 
ally he would “like to run nine to 10 races” 
each day. Eight races per card has become 
the norm at Delaware the last two years, 
and eight Thoroughbred races were pre¬ 
sented opening day, six of them claimers. 

When the dust settled on the opener, 
on-track handle was $186,077 and total 
handle was $801,964. Those numbers were 
healthier than last year, when on-track 
handle for eight races (one Arabian) was 
$173,648 and total handle was $532,993. 

“I must say that we’re very happy with 
our early numbers, and are very optimistic 
about the meet,” Mooney said. “There are 
more horses on the backstretch than there 
have been for the last three years, and 
everyone is upbeat, from management to 
the horsemen.” 

He reiterated that competition from 
neighboring tracks in Pennsylvania, New

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Jersey and Maryland has negatively impact¬ 
ed the number of horses available to com¬ 
pete at Delaware, and that the situation 
would only get worse as the national foal 
crop decreases. 

“Over the next few years, racing dates 
will have to be condensed,” Mooney said. 
“If we stop head-to-head competition 
against other racetracks every day, I think 
our industry has a chance to grow again.” 

Delaware plans to run Saturdays, Mon¬ 
days, and Wednesdays through Oct. 17, 
and adds Tuesdays from June 1 through 
Sept. 1. 

QUICK TRIPLE 

Trainer McLean Robertson, who has 
stabled at Delaware for the last several 
years, scored with three horses on open¬ 
ing day, while trainer Juan Vazquez, who 
was suspended last season after a paddock 
altercation, won two races. 

One of Robertson’s winners was Terry 
Adams, J.B. Blankenship, Phillip Judd and 
Coleman Brown’s Manille, who defeated 
eight rivals in a maiden special weight 
going SV 2 furlongs on the main track. The 
3-year-old daughter of Northern Afleet, 
who made two starts at Oaklawn Park 
in April, led all the way and coasted to a 
514-length tally in 1:02.68, just a shade off 
die track record of 1:02.59. 

Robertson, a 41-year-old Nebraska 
native, was tied for fourth in the trainer 
standings last year with 23 winners from 
103 starters. 

Despite the solid season, Robertson 
said he was somewhat disappointed in the 
results and is hoping for better in 2015. His 
three winners certainly helped him start 
off on the right foot. 

“A couple of my good 2-year-olds got 
hurt last year, but that’s racing,” he said. 
“I’ve got a pretty good bunch this season. 
Hopefully, they will stay sound so they can 
run well and we do a little better than last 
year.” 

New faces among Delaware’s train¬ 
ing colony this year include Tim Ice, best 
known for winning the Belmont Stakes-G1 
with Summer Bird; multiple graded stakes- 
winning trainer Tom Proctor; and Bill 
Morey Jr., who won the training title at San 
Francisco’s Golden Gate Fields in 2008. 

Larry Jones, who has been a force at 
Delaware for many years, saddled Calumet 
Farm’s White Clover to win an allow¬ 
ance at 5 furlongs on the opening card. 
The 3-year-old daughter of Exchange Rate 
came in off a second at Keeneland and was 
3-10 for her Delaware debut. *

Family Footsteps 

Blane Servis gets first stakes win 
as Donita’s Ruler collects My Juliet

B reaking into racing is often difficult 
for a young trainer. Owners tend to 
entrust horses to trainers with proven 
track records, not often willing to take a 
chance with a newcomer. 

Thanks to his family connection, his 
extensive experience in many aspects of 
the game and a penchant for winning 
almost immediately upon getting his train¬ 
er’s license, Blane Servis seems well on his 
way to establishing himself not only at 
Parx Racing, but the Mid-Adantic region. 

To prove that point, the 27-year-old 
registered his first stakes victory when he 
saddled Robert O’Hara Jr. and Gwyneth 
Gower’s Donita’s Ruler to win the $75,000 
My Juliet Stakes May 23. 

Servis, son of dual classic-winning train¬ 
er John Servis, and nephew of successful 


trainers Jason Servis and Eddie Plesa Jr., 
haltered Donita’s Ruler for $25,000 out 
of an optional claimer April 27 at Parx. 
Wheeled back in the My Juliet, she led all 
the way at 18-1 to defeat favorite Galiana 
by 3V4 lengths. Donita’s Ruler, who had to 
sweat through a claim of foul by the rider 
of the race’s last-place finisher, collected 
$45,000 for the win. 

“I’m really thankful for the opportunity 
that the owners gave me to claim her,” 
Servis said. “Getting new owners is the 
biggest challenge for a trainer trying to 
break into the business.” 

While Servis has been training since 
2013, he’s worked at the racetrack in many 
capacities since he was a boy. 

He walked hots and groomed, then was 
foreman and assistant trainer to his father, 


who gained national fame with his han¬ 
dling of Smarty Jones in 2004. Blane even 
worked as part of the Parx starting gate 
crew before securing a trainer’s license. 

In his first year, he saddled 13 starters 
and won one race while placing in four 
more. His horses made 50 starts last year, 
won nine races and placed 20 times, earn¬ 
ing $287,907. 

This year Servis is on pace to eclipse 
those numbers. Through May 25, he’s won 
five times from 23 starts (22 percent) and 
collected more than $160,000 in purses. 

Of claiming Donita’s Ruler, Servis said, 
“There were a couple of other trainers 
who dropped slips for her, and we were 
lucky to get her. The owners really liked 
her; once I got her on my training program 
she started to settle and relax, and she 
started training great and looked like she 
was getting better and better.” 

Servis said because of the filly’s con¬ 
ditions—she had already won six races 
and was eligible for only tough allowance 
company or higher-priced claiming com¬ 
pany—he decided to try the My Juliet, 
which had free nominations. 

“We entered to see what the competi¬ 
tion would look like, and when we saw the 
past performances it seemed like she’d be 
competitive,” he said. “She was improving, 
and sitting on a big race, but we weren’t 
sure given that there was a horse trained 
by Michael Matz [third-place finisher Tea 
Time] entered. I was very impressed by 
her effort.” 

While Servis hails from a family of 
successful trainers, other family members 
made their marks in other capacities. His 
grandfather, Joe Servis, was a jockey for 
a dozen years until he crushed his heel in 
1961 and became a Jockeys’ Guild repre¬ 
sentative, responsible for the Eastern half 
of the U.S. He also worked as a steward 
for more than 25 years. 

Blane’s aunt, Donna Servis, is a jockey’s 
agent at Parx, while Donna’s late father, 
Jack Servis, was a longtime jockey’s agent 
who started the careers of many fine 
riders at the Bensalem course, including 
Eclipse Award-winning apprentices Art 
Madrid and Steve Capanas, and leading 
rider Kendrick Carmouche. 

PIERMARINI CARVES NICHE 
IN PARX JOCKEY COLONY 

Many New England horsemen have 
migrated to ply their trades at Parx Racing, 
which offers a year-round racing schedule 
and the opportunity to settle in one area. 
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Tammi Piermarini joined the jockey colony 
this year after being based at Suffolk Downs. 


Trainers Mike Aro, Ron Dandy and 
Mike Petro, director of racing Sam Elliott, 
and jockeys Joe Hampshire Jr., Jacqueline 
Davis and Nick Petro have all found 
homes at Parx. The latest New England 
shipper is Tammi Piermarini, whose agent 
is the recently retired Hampshire. 

Piermarini moved to Parx after the 
announcement that Suffolk Downs would 
not conduct a race meeting in 2015. Only 
the third female jockey to win 2,300 
races (2,369 through May 25 from 16,239 
mounts), she compiled a stellar record in 
Massachusetts. She finished first by money 
won in the Suffolk standings in 2014, and 
third by wins with 47, won the 2013 riding 
tide at a 24-percent clip with 101 victories, 
and also won the 2012 tide, at 20 percent, 
with 87 victories. 

She thought long and hard about where 
to move her tack upon Suffolk’s closing, 
which she hoped would not come to frui¬ 
tion. 

“It’s like when you know somebody 
is sick and you have to prepare yourself 
that someday this day will come,” she said. 


“We [the Suffolk jockeys] were all mentally 
prepared for it, but there was always some 
type of hope.” 

Piermarini won 11 races and finished 
in the money 27 times from 74 mounts at 
Parx through May 31. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ Ten-year-old gelding Call Tiger made 
his 106th start a winning one May 18 as 
he overcame trouble during the stretch 
drive to post a neck score in a l-mile 
claiming contest. The Florida-bred son of 
Tiger Ridge has 15 wins and earnings of 
$261,209. 

■ An incident in the paddock prior to the 
fifth race May 12 necessitated a late rider 


change for Ring It Up, who went on to win 
under his substitute rider. Jockey Angel 
Castillo was named to ride Ring It Up but 
was taken off prior to the race by track 
security after a sweep of the jockey’s room 
found an electrical device. 

Castillo was able to get a stay from the 
Pennsylvania State Racing Commission 
and returned to riding. 

He was further cleared by a stewards’ 
ruling issued May 22 that charged jockey 
Pierre Hernandez-Ortega. That jockey was 
suspended. 

■ The first turf race of 2015 was run May 
24, and New York shipper All My Trails 
came away with the victory for Anstu 
Stables and trainer Mike Dilger. ♦

Speaking Loudly 

Nearly lost, Pennsylvania-bred gelding 
Now We’re Talkin continues to erase past

G umpster Stable’s Now We’re Talkin 
went over the $100,000 mark 
in earnings May 2 when he hum¬ 
bled six rivals in an allowance event for 
Pennsylvania-breds at Penn National. The 
6-year-old Real Quiet gelding powered to a 
6-length victory in the 1M6-mile event, his 
fifth win from 14 career starts 

Now We’re Talkin began his career 
in May 2013 at Delaware Park for owner 
Joe Engers, who co-bred the gelding with 
Darlene Townsend, both residents of 
Lewes, Del. Engers is in the antique decoy 
business and publishes Decoy Magazine, 
while Townsend and her husband Paul 
are real estate agents in the Lewes and 
Rehoboth Beach area. 

Townsend owns a small farm in Lewes, 
once part of her grandfather’s farm, where 


she has two barns. Because of the econ¬ 
omy and the difficulty of finding good, 
long-term homes for unraced and off-the- 
track Thoroughbreds that have been bred 
by them, she and Engers have scaled back 
the number of mares they have bred in the 
last few years. 

Now We’re Talkin was foaled in May 
2009 at Regal Heir Farm in Harrisburg, 
Pa., where his dam, Walk Your Talk, was 
boarded at the time. Regal Heir had for¬ 
merly been owned by Thomas Reigle, and 
once stood champion and dual classic win¬ 
ner Real Quiet. 

Regal Heir was soon after leased to 
Star Barn Thoroughbreds, a non-profit 
group headed by businessman Robert Barr 
and ex-veterinarian Paul Truitt. Star Barn 
began running advertisements in industry 


publications looking for broodmare dona¬ 
tions, as its goal was to reap the benefits 
of the enriched Pennsylvania breeding 
program. By 2011, Star Barn found itself 
inundated with more than 120 horses, 
including 70 broodmares, 20 foals and five 
stallions, as funds for feed and routine care 
ran low, and the non-profit imploded. 

Townsend said she got a heads-up as to 
the deteriorating conditions, and sent a van 
to pick up both Walk Your Talk and Now 
We’re Talkin. 

Many of the mares at Star Barn ended 
up with contractor-turned-horse breeder 
James Houseman III, and a large group 
was left in a field in Frederick County, 
Md., after Houseman experienced financial 
troubles. Weanlings that Houseman took 
from Star Barn were rescued by the Adams 
County SPCA. 

Fortunately for Walk Your Talk, she was 
not one of the mares that Houseman took 
from the Star Barn herd. 

‘When we claimed her at Charles Town 
during her racing career, she had a big 
ankle, which eventually fused,” Townsend 
said. “It was that ankle that probably saved 
her life, because Houseman didn’t want 
her.” 

Houseman was later charged with mul¬ 
tiple counts of animal cruelty, and barred 
by The Jockey Club. 

‘We sent Now We’re Talkin to trainer 
Carl Doran’s farm near Fair Hill,” said 
Townsend, who grew up showing Arabians 
and became involved with Thoroughbreds 
in 1999. “Carl got on him and really liked 
him. He started training at Fair Hill and 
then made two starts [breaking his maiden 
at Parx Racing in September 2013], but was 
injured and then was laid up 10 months.” 

When Now We’re Talkin returned to 
the races in mid-2014, he had three out- 
of-the-money efforts at Parx before Doran 
decided to drop him in for a claiming tag in 
early October. Townsend didn’t think any¬ 
one would be eager to claim him, due to his 
long layoff line, but three trainers dropped 
slips, with Patricia Farro emerging as his 
new trainer after he won that day. 

Since moving to Farro’s barn, Now 
We’re Talkin has won three times, including 
a starter allowance in November 2014 and 
the May 2 allowance. 

VERY LUCKY WINS THIRD OF 2015 

Todd McCarty’s Very Lucky improved 
his 2015 record to three wins in four starts 
May 7 when he dominated a 1 -mile allow¬ 
ance, scoring by 6 lengths. 
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Among the vanquished were stakes-win- 
ning, graded stakes-placed $448,725-earn- 
er Ponzi Scheme, stakes winner and 
$475,889-earner Escrow Kid and graded 
stakes-placed Speightscity, who ran in the 
2011 Breeders’ Cup Juvenile-Gl. 

Very Lucky has been well traveled in his 
career, breaking his maiden at Fair Grounds 
for trainer Larry Jones, before arriving at 
Penn National in June 2014. He’s currently 
trained by Tim Kreiser and has won 13 of 
41 starts and earned $218,407. 

FIREY DIAMOND BREAKS MAIDEN 

Dennis Sweigart, Randy Schwalm, 
Salvatore Cullari and Todd Beattie’s Firey 
Diamond broke her maiden with a bang 
May 15, defeating stablemate C’Mon Sister 
by 5 lengths under Matthew Rispoli. 


The 3-year-old daughter of Majestic- 
perfection, bred in Pennsylvania by Wil¬ 
liam Riddle Jr. and trained by Beattie, was 
second in her April 23 debut against state- 
breds. 

Wheeled back in a 6-furlong open 
special weight, Firey Diamond bene fitted 
from her first effort. Although she ducked 
out leaving the gate, she quickly recovered 
to stalk the pacesetters outside, seized 
command after a half mile and drew off. 

Firey Diamond went through the auc¬ 
tion ring twice, first as a yearling at the 
2013 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern fall 
yearling sale, where she brought $15,000 
on a bid from Bryan Rice. Pinhooked back 
in the 2014 OBS April 2-year-olds sale, she 
was purchased by Beattie for $45,000 from 
the consignment of Woodside Ranch. 


The filly’s dam, the Clever Trick mare 
Miss Gemstone, is a full-sister to stakes 
winners Magical Gem ($327,798) and 
Clever Gem ($307,188), and a half-sis¬ 
ter to multiple stakes winner Jove Stone 
($306,772). 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ Saturday Morning Sunrise, which allows 
fans to see morning training and meet with 
owners, trainers and jockeys, started May 9. 

■ Cancellations during the winter are 
expected at a track like Penn National, 
which experiences more than its share of 
ice and snow thanks to its location. Cancel¬ 
lations in late spring and summer are more 
rare. Yet Penn pulled the plug on the card 
of May 23 due to an electrical malfunction 
that occurred before the first race. ^

Carrying On 

West Virginia racing community 
mourns loss of star Down Town Allen

he lights seemed a bit dimmer at 
Charles Town in May. 

The track lost one of its bright¬ 
est stars May 11, when sensational state- 
bred Down Town Allen was euthanized 
after a nearly month-long effort to save 
her following injuries she suffered in the 
April 18 Original Gold Stakes. Carrying an 
eight-race winning streak into that race- 
part of the Charles Town Classic card- 
Down Town Allen brought the over¬ 
flow crowd to stunned silence when she 
was pulled up on the backstretch by Erik 
Ramirez with an injury. The grim progno¬ 
sis soon made its way around the apron 
and through the grandstands —the 8-year- 
old mare had suffered a life-threatening 
suspensory ligament injury. 

Owner/trainer John Casey vowed that 
day to do everything possible to save his 


stable star, the only West Virginia-bred filly 
or mare in history to earn more than $1 
million and a virtual lock every time she 
entered the starting gate at Charles Town. 
Down Town Allen had won 14 straight 
starts at the track, 12 in stakes company. 

Casey had hoped to save Down Town 
Allen for life as a broodmare, but despite 
extensive efforts by Dr. William Riddle and 
the staff at Cecil Veterinary Clinic in Port 


Deposit, Md., Casey and Kristy Petty had 
to ultimately make the difficult decision to 
euthanize. 

In the crowd that April day was Down 
Town Allen’s regular rider, Mathew 
McGowan, still mending from a broken 
leg suffered in January. Just days after 
Down Town Allen’s passing, McGowan 
was regretful and thankful he had not 
been in the irons during his favorite mare’s 
injury. 

“I desperately wanted to be on her,” he 
said. “To be honest, I was even trying to 
come back early to be on her. And in retro¬ 
spect, I’m so glad that I wasn’t on her and it 
had nothing to do with the breakdown. But 
if she’d have done that and I had been rid¬ 
ing on a partially healed leg, we might have 
gone down and then she’d have been in big 
trouble. They might have had to put her 
down right there. Thankfully Erik was on 
her, a fit rider who could hold her head up 
and get her pulled up and get her stopped.” 

Like so many others connected to Down 
Town Allen—who finished with a lifetime

mark of 25 wins in 42 starts-McGowan 
held out hope that the mare would pull 
through. 

“Ids like losing one of your best friends ,” 
he said. “Lots of tears —the way I put it to 
one of my friends the next day—Ive been 
galloping back from my broken leg and 
I probably got on eight or nine horses in 
the morning, and every horse I got on was 
Down Town Allen. Just so many memories 
going through my head. . . 

“They made the right decision by the 
horse, and oftentimes that’s the hardest 
decision you can make,” McGowan said. 
“I have full trust in them. In the end, you 
have to make the call of what’s right for 
the animal.” 

To Casey and his family, Down Town 
Allen made an impression as an unflap¬ 
pable runner at the track and a warm, pep¬ 
permint-loving companion on the farm. 

“I’ve been in the business a long time 
and I’ve never had or seen a horse like her,” 
said Casey, a blacksmith by trade and the 
son of legendary breeder/owner/trainer 
James W Casey. “She was a racehorse who 


loved being a racehorse but with her dispo¬ 
sition and the way she was, she was also like 
a pet that was part of our family. When she 
was at the track, she’d just win stake after 
stake. When she was away from the track, 
she’d let kids ride her around a show ring. 
She was one of a kind.” 

McGowan, who planned to soon be 
racing again, wouldn’t be surprised to 
someday ride in a stakes race named in 
Down Town Allen’s honor at the track. 

“I’ve done a lot with my riding career, 
but it would be a very great honor for me 
to be known as Down Town Allen’s rider,” 
McGowan said. “If that’s all I’m ever 
known for, that would be a great honor 
for me.” 

COOL RUNNER 

A strong 3-year-old season continued 
to unfold for West Virginia-bred filly Get 
the Sensation, as the daughter of Not For 
Love and the Polish Numbers mare Happy 
Numbers scored a second straight stakes 
victory in the Fancy Buckles May 23. 


Coming off an impressive effort in her 
stakes debut, the Its Binn Too Long on 
the Charles Town Classic undercard April 
18, Get the Sensation entered the starting 
gate as the 1 -2 favorite and delivered under 
jockey Stevica Djuric by routing six rivals 
in the 414-furlong Fancy Buckles by 6% 
lengths in :51.73. 

Djuric positioned the chestnut filly two 
wide down the backstretch before guid¬ 
ing her to the front around the turn, and 
from there they steadily increased their 
advantage. 

The victory was the fourth straight to 
open the season for Get the Sensation, 
who went winless in two starts as a 2-year- 
old for trainer Crystal Pickett and owner 
Jill Daniel. 

NEW AND NOTES 

■ April 30 produced a discouraging night 
at the track when an entire race card was 
wiped out. 

For once it wasn’t the weather— 
the track has seen its share of tempera¬ 
ture and precipitation-related cancellations 
already this year. Instead, a malfunctioning 
on-track audio system prompted Charles 
Town to scrap races for one night. 

■ The rock-solid chestnut mare Red Hot 
Diva made a successful return to open 
her 5-year-old campaign with a 214-length 
allowance win at 614 furlongs May 16. 
A winner of the West Virginia Breeders 
Classic Distaff as a 3-year-old, Red Hot 
Diva had enjoyed a six-month layoff fol¬ 
lowing her 4-year-old season that featured 
two runner-up efforts in stakes races. 

The daughter of Devon Deputy and 
the Melodisk mare Sweet Music appeared 
to settle right back in at Charles Town, 
doing most of the work for jockey Travis 
Dunkelberger to post a winning time of 
1:19.71 for trainer Ollie Figgins III and 
breeder/owner Naomi Long. It was the 
ninth win in 18 career starts for Red Hot 
Diva. 

■ Dunkelberger seemed to have a knack 
for awakening the best from well-rested 
runners in May, as he was aboard Halter 
Off for an allowance win following the 
5-year-old state bred gelding’s seven- 
month layoff. 

The son of Windsor Castle ended his 
2014 season by winning the West Virginia 
Dash for Cash Breeders Classic Stakes last 
October for trainer Janice Page and owner 
David Ott. His May 8 victory boosted his 
career mark to seven wins in 19 lifetime 
starts. ^

Finding His Way 

Unbeaten Cyclogenisis comes through 
for Schera, Weaver with Tom Ridge win

G eorge Weaver and Matt Schera admit¬ 
ted way back in August that they 
weren’t quite sure what to expect 
when Cyclogenisis made his career debut 
at Saratoga Race Course. Three starts and 
nine months later the trainer and owner 
still aren’t quite sure what they’ll see when 
the Stormy Atlantic colt hits the racetrack. 

One thing is for certain, Cyclogenisis 
likes to win and he did that for the third 
time in as many starts by taking the first 
stakes of the 2015 Presque Isle Downs 
meeting. Cyclogenisis won the $100,000 
Tom Ridge Stakes by 2% lengths May 18 
for his second stakes score to go with last 
year’s Laurel Futurity. 

“One thing he has sort of figured out 
is how to win,” said Weaver, who prepped 
Cyclogenisis this past winter at Palm 
Meadows in South Florida and now keeps 
the colt at the Oklahoma Training Track in 
Saratoga. “I knew that if he could decide 
he wanted to do it, then he could do it.” 

Another certainty with Cyclogenisis is 
he seems to have no problem coming up 
the inside. He did it in his debut going SVjj 
furlongs on the grass at Saratoga, again 
in the Laurel Futurity going the same dis¬ 
tance, and in the 6-furlong Tom Ridge. 

Ridden by Trevor McCarthy, Cyclo¬ 
genisis was testing the synthetic Tapeta 
Footings surface for the first time in the 
Tom Ridge. He was sixth through the 
opening quarter mile as eventual third- 
place finisher Breakin the Fever set a quick 
pace, and was still fifth and nearly 5 lengths 
back with a quarter mile to run. 

Then things got interesting. 


McCarthy moved Cyclogenisis to the 
outside first and he responded a lithe. He 
accelerated even more once he was angled 
to the inside about a furlong from the fin¬ 
ish and was full of run under the wire to 
win in 1:09.33. 

“He’d never run on synthetic and I 
hadn’t even trained him on synthetic,” 
Weaver said. “It looked to me like he was 
feeling his way out the first part. I didn’t 
know if he had any horse and I don’t 
think Trevor was sure if he had any horse 
either. When he turned for home I think 
he decided, ‘OK, I’ll run.’ He seemed to 
be motivated ducking down to the inside 
like that, like it was cool to be down there.” 

Bred in Kentucky by Sierra Farm out 
of the Maria’s Mon mare Mighty Renee, 
Cyclogenisis was purchased by Schera for 
$185,000 at the 2013 Keeneland September 
yearling sale. 

Cyclogenisis, who occupies the first 
stall next to the office in Weaver’s Saratoga 
base, is undoubtedly as laid-back as they 
come. Weaver said it’s tough to keep the 
weight off the colt and isn’t shy about call¬ 
ing him lazy. 

Feeling the colt needed a wake-up call 
last summer, Weaver entered Cyclogenisis 
in one of the 2-furlong dashes that make 
up the Newman E. Wait Trials contested 
on the Oklahoma Training Track as part 
of Saratoga’s annual open house event four 
days before the meet gets underway. The 
rousting apparendy worked as Cyclogenisis 
got up to win by a head. 

“That wasn’t expected,” Weaver said. 
“He’s lazy in the morning. In fact I couldn’t 


get him to perform much so that’s why I 
tried to wake him up with the trial. And he 
got up by a head and I think it served its 
purpose. It did wake him up. 

“Normally I wouldn’t put a horse in one 
of those trials because I’d be worried about 
hurting them. With him I was like, Abu 
can’t hurt this son of a gun, put him in.’” 

Cyclogenisis is the fourth foal out of 
Mighty Renee, who was purchased by 
Sierra Farm for $270,000 at the 2011 Fasig- 
Tipton Kentucky November selected 
mixed sale. The Ridge winner’s full-sister, 
Mighty Caroline, won the 2009 Sorrento 
Stakes-G3. and his half-sister, Renee’s 
Queen, won the 2012 Oak Tree Juvenile 
Fillies Turf Stakes and competed in the 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Fillies-Gl. 

Weaver said he’d look to stretch out 
Cyclogenisis, but might take him to some 
other turf sprint stakes in the Mid-Adantic 
for 3-year-olds at least for the time being. 

“One of these days we’ll try to add a 
litde distance,” Weaver said. “He’s just built 
like such a chunky, heavy horse. I have my 
own reservations about him stretching out 
and what he’ll do, but he’s not an overly 
aggressive horse as far as needing the lead 
so with a horse that’s got as good a mind 
as he does there’s no telling. He very well 
could stretch out, at least get a mile.” 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ Owner-trainer Wayne Rice, who was 
blanked despite sending out a meet-leading 
39 starters at the Keeneland spring meet, 
got off to a quick start at Presque Isle 
with nine winners from 33 starts through 
June 4. He won three races on the June 3 
card—the third with Bardetts, fourth with 
Four More and seventh with Choctaw 
Won. All three raced at Keeneland and all 
three were ridden by Rice’s girlfriend and 
partner Arienne Cox. 

■ Jonathan Sheppard also got off to a 
quick start, winning with his first four 
starters at the meet and putting his first 
eight runners in the top three. The winning 
quartet included Hudson River Farms’ 
first-time starter Travel True, a 3-year-old 
Arch colt who prepped for the 5V2-furlong 
win May 27 in a 7-furlong training race 
four days earlier at the Fair Hill Races. 

I Jagger Inc.’s Ghost Hunter ran his record 
to 2-for-2 at the meet with a 4-length vic¬ 
tory in an optional claimer (he ran for 
$62,500) going 1 mile and 70 yards June 
4. The 5-year-old Ghostzapper gelding 
opened the meet in for a $40,000 tag May 
21 for trainer Mandy Ness. W

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Making History 

Demonstrative continues steep climb 
through record books with Iroquois win

T he air gets pretty thin at the top 
of American steeplechasing’s career 
earnings list. And if Demonstrative 
keeps it up, he’s going to need an oxygen 
mask. 

At the Iroquois Steeplechase in 
Nashville, Tenn., May 9, last year’s Eclipse 
Award winner added another Grade 1 (his 
seventh) to his career and became just 
the fourth Thoroughbred to cross the 
$900,000 mark in North American earn¬ 
ings over jumps with a neck victory over 
Mr. Hot Stuff in the 3-mile classic. The 
year’s first Grade 1 jump race did what it’s 


supposed to do every year—produce the 
best field of the spring. The quintet includ¬ 
ed the last three steeplechase champions 
in Demonstrative, Divine Fortune and 
Pierrot Lunaire plus Grade 1 winner Mr. 
Hot Stuff and the multiple Grade 1 -placed 
Barnstorming. Three miles, 18 fences and 
a leg up on the 2015 championship beck¬ 
oned on the finale of a seven-race card 
worth more than $400,000. 

Of the group, only Mr. Hot Stuff (first) 
and Pierrot Lunaire (seventh) had run in 
2015-both in the Temple Gwathmey at 
Middleburgin April-but the others sharp¬ 


ened with training flat starts. Nobody goes 
to the Iroquois short, and the only pre-race 
drama came late when Demonstrative’s 
jockey Robbie Walsh went down in the 
day’s third race and left with a broken col¬ 
larbone. Trainer Richard Valentine depu¬ 
tized Jack Doyle for the pressure assign¬ 
ment. 

“My biggest worry was Jack never rid¬ 
ing him, I said, ‘Jack, Matt McCarron 
and Robbie Walsh are the only people to 
ride this horse and you’ve never seen two 
quieter people in the wings, let him jump 
out of your hands, if you see something, 
you can encourage him but don’t shuffle 
him and knock him about,” Valentine said. 
“You could see a few times where he kind 
of encouraged him but not as much as he 
could. He was good, he let him jump.” 

And run. 

As he does, 12-year-old Divine Fortune 
stepped to an early lead in the year’s lon¬ 
gest hurdle race. He set a mild tempo, 
pressed lightly by Mr. Hot Stuff, followed 
by Demonstrative for pretty much 2 miles. 
The pace finally quickened on the long 
run up the backstretch, where the course 
begins, a long, energy-sapping climb to 
the finish.

At the fence on the turn, 16 of 18, Mr. 
Hot Stuff took over as Demonstrative 
rounded past Divine Fortune. Turning for 
home, Mr. Hot Stuff cruised to the front 
as Demonstrative slipped to the inside and 
Barnstorming angled to the outside. Mr. 
Hot Stuff and Demonstrative leapt the last 
together, Mr. Hot Stuff marginally in front, 
until pecking slightly on landing, a final 
sliver of light offered to Demonstrative. 
Last year’s champion landed smoothly and 
set off, a boulder running down a moun¬ 
tain, stamping a neck decision on Mr. Hot 
Stuff. Barnstorming finished SV 2 lengths 
behind Mr. Hot Stuff in third with Divine 
Fortune fading to fourth. The time of 
5:47.60 was more than five seconds slower 
than the restricted Bright Hour earlier in 
the day. 

For Doyle, it was a career moment. The 
British-based jockey took a busman’s holi¬ 
day at Saratoga last year, winning two races, 
including the Grade 1 A.P. Smithwick 
Stakes. Doyle went home and plied his 
trade, a journeyman in a journeyman-heavy 
game. He returned to America two weeks 
before the Iroquois, a three-year visa in 
hand and a plan to stay. 

“Good to be back. Robbie was gutted 
not to be riding the horse but he wished 
me all the best. I’d say he was happy the 
horse won just disappointed he couldn’t 
ride him. One man’s loss is another man’s 
gain, I wasn’t going to say no,” Doyle said. 
“I had 10 winners through the winter, 
good rides are hard to come by, this is like 
getting on Kauto Star for the King George, 
it would never happen at home, there 
would be 20 lads in front of you.” 

A dual Grade 1 winner in 2012 and the 
Iroquois winner in 2013, Demonstrative 
continued a return to his best form after 
five dull efforts in 2013 and 2014. Wind 
surgery obviously helped, and Jacqueline 
Ohrstrom’s 8-year-old son of Elusive 
Quality won for the fourth time in his last 
six starts (all Grade 1). 

“He’s some horse. He traveled then he 
went dead on me and it took him a while to 
get going, when he did, he just took off. It 
was brilliant,” Doyle said. “I was happy the 
whole way until we jumped three out and 
the second horse has just quickened up, got 
a couple of lengths on me and I thought I 
was going to struggle to get him back, he 
winged the last and landed running, he was 
always going to get there then. It’s a super 
feeling.” 


The $90,000 payday elevated the 
Kentucky-bred’s career bankroll to 
$909,800-behind only McDynamo, Good 
Night Shirt and Lonesome Glory. 

Demonstrative gets a chance to further 
narrow the gap this summer at Saratoga, 
where the Grade 1 Smithwick and New 
York Turf Writers Cup are on his docket. 
He won the latter in 2012 and again last 
year, and finished second (by a nose) in last 
year’s Smithwick. 

“We gave him a week off after the 
Iroquois and any time we get some rain, 
we let him stride on and open gallop,” 
Valentine said of the summer plans. “He 


runs well at Saratoga, I worry about giving 
a lot of weight away but I don’t have any¬ 
thing else to do. I wish all the grade ones 
weren’t stacked up in the summer and fall, 
but that’s the plan.” 

MUSIC CITY MARVELS 

The stakes-filled Iroquois card featured 
plenty more than Demonstrative and was a 
major stop for all divisions. 

Armata Stable’s Cornhusker (GB) con¬ 
tinued a busy spring over timber for trainer 
Alicia Murphy as he won for the third 
time in three weeks and second time in six 
days with a score in the $50,000 Mason 
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Houghland Memorial timber stakes. That’s 
right, the Dynaformer gelding raced 9Vi 
miles in 21 days. 

“He just seemed to get better,” Murphy 
said of the schedule. “He gets bored and 
he seems to be better going places and 
doing things.” 

He opened 2015 widi a sixth at My 
Lady’s Manor April 11, then won at 
Middleburg a week later, took an open 
timber at Winterthur May 3, shipped to 
Nashville and won again. As you can imag¬ 
ine the training schedule was light-noth¬ 
ing Monday or Tuesday, hack Wednesday, 
van ride Thursday, hack Friday. Run and 
win, again, Saturday. 

“The takeaway lesson for me should 
be that too much is not a good thing,” 
Murphy said of her training, which was 
impacted by winter weather and tough 
early turf conditions. “I haven’t worked a 
horse this season.” 

Cornhusker ran over hurdles for trainer 
Tom Voss, but has made his name as a 
timber horse with six wins in 12 starts for 
Murphy, who credited Billy Santoro with 
morning work aboard the 8-year-old. 

“I think he’s extremely smart,” the 
trainer said. “It doesn’t always work to 
our advantage, but he’s very smart. There’s 
a ton of talent there. I like these user- 
friendly courses for him. There are plenty 
of races for a horse like him.” 

■ Owner Gill Johnston and trainer Jack 
Fisher won the $75,000 Marcellus Frost 
novice hurdle stakes with Syros, who led 
throughout for Doyle to defeat 10 others 
and win for the third time over jumps. The 
Kentucky-bred son of Dynaformer had 
finished second in his three prior starts. 

■ Clarke Ohrstrom’s Kisser N Run made 
her third start in the Margaret Henley 
Stakes for fillies and mares, and broke 
through widi a win after finishing second 
in 2013 and fourth last year. Trained by 
Valentine and ridden by Darren Nagle (a 
late substitute for Walsh), the 7-year-old 
Pleasant Tap mare collected her fifth jump 
win. 

TEAM VOSS 
SHINES AT RADNOR 

The horses know. Three weeks after 
Imperial Way was disqualified from a win 
in the Maryland Hunt Cup and six weeks 
after major client Betty Merck passed away, 
trainer Elizabeth Voss won three at the 


Radnor Hunt Races in Malvern, Pa., May 
16. 

The triple began with a runaway maiden 
hurdle score by Alwaary for Merriefield 
Farm. Jack Doyle rode the winner, who ran 
off by 13 lengths after finishing second in 
his hurdle debut at the Virginia Gold Cup 
meet May 2. 

Bred in Kentucky by Shadwell Farm, 
the 9-year-old son of Dynaformer cam¬ 
paigned on the flat in England before being 
purchased for Merriefield as an American 
steeplechase prospect for 2012-yes 2012. 
Alwaary spent three years on the sidelines, 
but returned in style. 

Two races later, the Voss barn got paid 
back for the Maryland Hunt Cup dis¬ 
qualification as Armata Stables’ Wildcatter 
was moved up from second after win¬ 
ner Straight to It was disqualified for 
interference in the stretch of the $30,000 
Radnor Hunt Cup timber stakes. Bethany 
Baumgardner, whose lead pad slipped off 
Imperial Way in the Hunt Cup, was the 
beneficiary this time-picking up her first 
stakes triumph. 

Last for nearly 3 miles, Wildcatter ral¬ 
lied up the inside to challenge Straight to 
It in the stretch. The latter drifted in on 
the right-handed course’s deep stretch, 
but got to the finish 1 3 A lengths in front. 
A stewards’ inquiry and a claim of foul by 
Baumgardner resulted in the disqualifica¬ 
tion. It was Wildcatter’s second timber win, 
and helped make up for a fall at the last 
fence of the Radnor race last year while 
challenging for the lead. 

That 2014 race was on the minds of 
Voss and Baumgardner this time around 
with the trainer telling the jockey to “have 
him there at the last if you can, but what¬ 
ever you do keep hold of him.” After get¬ 
ting Wildcatter to uncharacteristically relax 
early, Baumgardner followed instructions. 

“He’s usually a bear and I usually sit 
close with him,” said the jockey. “We 
dropped him out the back and he was a 
lot more settled. He switched off so nicely 
and that made it a lot easier for him. He’s 
got a great turn of foot when you need it.” 

Bred in Kentucky by Romona Bass, 
the 7-year-old has traveled a meander¬ 
ing path including a sale at Keeneland 
September as a yearling, eight starts on the 
flat for Christophe Clement through 2012, 
five hurdle starts and three flat starts (all 
decent but none successful) for Armata 
and Voss’ father Tom in 2013. Last year, 


the son of Tale of the Cat switched to 
timber and won his debut at Foxfield in 
late April. Moved up to stakes company, he 
fell at Radnor and finished third in his only 
autumn start. He opened 2015 with a pull- 
up at the Queen’s Cup, then broke through 
with the Radnor win. 

“You know you’re going to get bumped 
and have some race riding going on out 
there, but that’s the first time I felt like 
something interfered with my horse,” 
Baumgardner said of her first foul claim. 
“My horse was starting to cruise up there, 
and I had my line the whole way.” 

When Merck died at 95 April 3, memo¬ 
ries of talented horses racing in green and 
brown silks flooded the minds of many 
steeplechase followers. They got another 
dose at Radnor as Bob Le Beau (Ire) out¬ 
ran Decoy Daddy (Ire) in the stretch to 
upset the $50,000 National Hunt Cup hur¬ 
dle stakes for Merck’s The Fields Stable, 
now managed by her son Laddie. 

The winner let entrymate Portrade (Ire) 
set the early pace as two-time race winner 
Decoy Daddy sat second early. Turning for 
home, Doyle sent Bob Le Beau alongside 
the leaders and the 8-year-old prevailed late 
by 1 Vi lengths. Decoy Daddy settled for 
second with Parker’s Project third. 

Bob Le Beau came over from Ireland 
last year, after winning twice over hurdles 
and six times on the flat. The son of Big 
Bad Bob struggled at Saratoga, but hinted 
at his quality with a second to hard-hitting 
veteran All Together in a restricted stakes 
late in the year. The Radnor win was Bob 
Le Beau’s 2015 debut and came at the right 
time. 

“Elizabeth needed that,” said Baum¬ 
gardner, who works at the Voss farm. “It 
was a good day at Radnor and it helped the 
barn out some and made us realize we can 
do things like that.” 

AN ENCORE 
FOR GRINDING SPEED 

Lather, rinse, repeat. Win, win, win. 
Maryland-bred timber stalwart Grinding 
Speed won his third consecutive timber 
stakes —and second of 2015—with anoth¬ 
er sublime performance in the $87,300 
Virginia Gold Cup May 2. The richest 
timber race in history turned into a clinic 
for the gray 9-year-old, who made all the 
running and shrugged off four challengers 
to win by a length over Dakota Slew with 
Straight to It third. 
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The winner paid $5.60 as part of the 
full pari-mutuel card at the Great Meadow 
race course in The Plains, Va., and further 
cemented his spot at the top of the timber 
division for owner Michael Wharton. The 
winner, bred by Alan, Mark, Mitchell and 
Madeline Kline, wrapped up his spring 
campaign with two wins from as many 
starts and earned a summer respite with 
$72,000 in the bank. 

Trainer Alicia Murphy laughed when 
asked about Grinding Speed’s vacation 
plans. 

“He’s busy making a pond out of the 
swamp,” she said. “He comes in every day 
covered in mud and water. He’s extremely 
happy.” 

Murphy took the son of Grindstone 
off Lasix two years ago, and is pleased with 
the results. 

“He’s a light horse, a worrier,” said 
Murphy. “I just felt like that might be one 
thing that takes away the reserves he has. 
My vet believes that at distances over a 
mile Lasix isn’t called for. It just seems to 
be working and I haven’t seen any reason 
to put him back on it.” 

Murphy’s thinking was also practical. 
The NSA moved to third-party Lasix 
administration, meaning all horses must be 
on the race grounds four hours before they 
run. That can make for a long and complex 
day considering that all horses ship to the 
races and that travel times can vary from a 
few minutes to several hours to overnight 
stays. 

“The four-hour rule is part of it,” 
said Murphy, who under old rules was 


allowed (like all trainers) to treat horses 
with Lasix herself or use a private vet¬ 
erinarian. Grinding Speed has run at My 
Lady’s Manor, a short drive from Murphy’s 
base, in each of the last four years. Without 
Lasix, he can stay in his home stall far 
longer. Ditto for trips to the Gold Cup, a 
2 1 / 2 -hour van ride. 

Grinding Speed collected $54,000 for 
the win, and continued a resurgence after 
losing five in a row and missing time with 
a shoulder injury. 


MAY RACING REPORT 

■ The spring season concluded in Mary¬ 
land at the Fair Hill Races May 23, where 
an eight-race card featured a little bit of 
everything. 

Royally bred Grand Manan won the 
featured Valentine Memorial, a $30,000 
novice timber stakes, for owner Donald 
Reuwer Jr. and trainer Billy Meister. Fritz 
Boniface rode the 6-year-old, a full-brother 
to Grade 1 flat winner Carriage Trail. Bred 
by Stuart Janney III and Phipps Stable,

Grand Manan was purchased by Reuwer 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 2-year-old 
sale in 2011, and made five starts on the 
flat without winning. He’d been active over 
timber at the point-to-points, but last ran 
under rules for an $8,000 claiming price 
at Laurel Park in 2012. The son of Giant’s 
Causeway and the Seeking the Gold mare 
Manoa handled Fair Hill, racing on the lead 
and winning by 7 lengths. 

Bon Nouvel Chasers’ Co codim am a 
won the hurdle feature, a $25,000 handicap 
for horses rated between 100 and 120 on 
the NSA’s new ratings system. Trained by 
Julie Gomena and ridden by Mark Watts, 
the winner prevailed in a stretch scramble 
to win by three-quarters of a length over 
Tubal with Plated third and Arrakis fourth. 
The first four were separated by less than 
2 lengths. 

Cocodimama won for the second time 
in three 2015 starts after missing the sec¬ 
ond half of 2014 widi broken withers. 
Bred in Kentucky by Roy and Gretchen 
Jackson, the 6-year-old son of Johar broke 
his hurdle maiden in 2014 and came into 
Fair Hill off an optional-claiming win at 
Block House May 2. 


■ A ratings handicap at the Iroquois 
produced an even tighter—and notewor¬ 
thy-finish as Charminster (Ire) edged 
Tempt Me Alex by a nose in the $35,000 
Bright Hour for horses rated 100-130. 

Trained in Maryland by Cyril Murphy 
for Irv Naylor, Charminster won for the 
first time since April 2013, fighting off 
Tempt Me Alex through the stretch for 
jockey Carol-Ann Sloan. The first three 
finishers were ridden by women as Bethany 
Baumgardner was aboard the runner-up 
and Keri Brion rode One Giant Step in 
third. 

Much like those used in Europe and 
other countries, the ratings system is 
designed to create opportunities for horses 
beyond stakes and claiming races-with 
the goal of keeping horses in the hurdle 
division longer. 

■ The Virginia Gold Cup again hosted 
wagering on a nine-race card that included 
timber hurdle and flat races. The latter four 
proved popular with fields of 11, 11, 12 
and nine from a variety of sources includ¬ 
ing flat trainers Mike Trombetta, Wesley 
Ward and Susan Cooney. 


The jump gang proved tough to beat 
however with wins by Elusive Evening 
for owner/trainer Ricky Hendriks, Penn 
Square for Peggy Steinman and Doug 
Fout, Iconic Artist for Willow Oaks Stables 
and Elizabeth Voss and Wahoo for Sara 
Collette and Neil Morris. 

Over jumps, Hudson River Farms’ 
Parker’s Project won the $75,000 David 
Semmes Memorial-G2 for trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard. The Pennsylvania-bred edged 
Maryland-bred Dr. Skip by a neck for 
2014 champion jockey Willie McCarthy. 
The 9-year-old hadn’t won in almost three 
years, but didn’t run at all in 2013 and 
tangled with Grade 1 company last season. 

Pari-mutuel handle on the live card at 
the Gold Cup was $142,018, up slightly 
over the 2014 figure of 135,811. 

■ Mid-Atlantic-bred jump winners in 
May included Complete Dyno (Virginia) 
in a conditioned claiming hurdle at Block 
House; Tubal (Virginia) in a maiden hurdle 
at the Virginia Gold Cup; Sharp Numbers 
(Maryland) in an allowance hurdle at the 
Gold Cup; Absolum (Pennsylvania) in 
an open claiming hurdle at Radnor for 
owner/breeder Dr. William Riddle Jr. 
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Maryland-bred Grinding Speed shows his flawless jumping form at the Virginia Gold Cup, which carried a record $90,000 purse. 


YOUNG, FISHER, NAYLOR 
TOP SPRING LEADERBOARDS 

The spring standings report looked 
familiar in 2015 with prior champions 
Paddy Young, Jack Fisher and Irv Naylor 
showing the way in their respective cat¬ 
egories. 

Four-time champion jockey Young 
ceded his reign to Willie McCarthy last sea¬ 
son, but took it back (so far) in 2015. The 
Irish-born jockey talked about the logic of 
slowing down two years ago but he hasn’t 
listened, earning wins for a slew of train¬ 
ers and at a slew of venues. Riding just 31 
races through May, Young won 12 times 
which catapulted him to a seven-win lead 
over a four-way tie of Sean McDermott, 
Bernie Dalton, Mark Beecher and Jack 
Doyle. The latter rode just 13 races and 
could offer Young some pressure as he 
plans on staying through the summer and 
fall for the first time while riding predomi¬ 
nantly for Elizabeth Voss. 

A Pennsylvania resident whose wife 
Leslie is a trainer, Young will be in demand 
all summer and could have his fifth title at 
the engraver soon. 


Maryland-based Fisher won twice as 
many races as any other trainer while send¬ 
ing out more than twice as many starters 
as any trainer. Fisher has always believed 
that owners want to see their horses run 
and he runs them. He won 12 races during 
the spring, doubling his closest pursuers, 
Alicia Murphy and Jonathan Sheppard. 
Murphy will slow down in the summer 
while Sheppard will try to turn up the heat. 

Mr. Hot Stuff and Syros led Fisher’s 
scourge, producing a win apiece and crack¬ 
ing the top five on the earnings list. 

“Early spring was tough because the 
weather was so bad, just useless training 
and then it seemed like my big horses ran 
well,” Fisher said. “Hot Stuff ran well and 
all the novices ran well, I had a bunch of 
maiden timber horses win.” 

Fisher lined up a battalion for Saratoga, 
led by stakes winners Syros, Schoodic, 
Selection Sunday, All Together and recent 
British import Hinterland. 

“What I’ve done is rest my horses a little 
bit to get them to come back to Saratoga,” 
Fisher said. “I think I have a pretty good 
hand for Saratoga. I could have run a lot of 
them back at Radnor, High Hope, Fair Hill.” 


Fisher plans to skip Saratoga and aim 
for the fall with Grade 1 winner Mr. Hot 
Stuff. 

“My thinking is I can’t do Saratoga, 
Belmont, Far Hills, Colonial Cup,” the 
trainer said. “My best chance of keeping 
the horse sound is to not go to Saratoga. 
We’re going to wait and hopefully do 
Belmont, Far Hills and we’ll see about 
Colonial Cup. Even when I had Good 
Night Shirt.” 

Naylor has a skirmish on his hands at 
the top of the owners’ standings. 

Tennessee resident Gill Johnston, led by 
Temple Gwathmey winner Mr. Hot Stuff 
and top novice Syros, earned significant 
money this spring while Naylor’s wider net 
picked up races but failed to dominate. 

After the spring, Naylor led Johnston 
by $1,250. Naylor’s stable made 45 starts, 
tabbing five wins and 10 seconds while 
Johnston produced four wins and four 
seconds from just 18 starts. Johnston has 
never won the title while Naylor seeks his 
fifth. 

Beyond the big two, Armata Stable, 
Jacqueline Ohrstrom and Andre Brewster 
rounded out the top five.

Long-standing offer from high 
school best-friend Jonesy, who missed 
Secretariat's spectacle in 1973: 

"If you ever need someone to drive up 
with you to the Belmont Stakes again. I'm 
in." 

Secretariat was the year after high 
school. First-hand accounts left an im¬ 
pression. And so when he got the text 
about a ticket for American Pharoah's Tri¬ 
ple Crown try, back came his answer: 

"I'm in." 

Forty years after graduation, Jonesy 
set out with three alum on a one-day 
road trip from Maryland to Long Island, 
bridges as milestones marking the jour¬ 
ney. Over the mighty Susquehanna, then 
soaring over the Delaware, scent of salt¬ 
water and shore. Gas fires of the refiner¬ 
ies, the ancient Goethals Bridge, narrow 
and low onto Staten Island, where in the 
eastern mist rose the steel ropes of the 
Verrazano, leaping the Hudson, Statue of 
Liberty down there. See it? See the new 
World Trade Center? 

Bridges on the Belt Parkway sum¬ 
moned the ghosts of Gravesend and 
Sheepshead Bay race courses, seen now 
only in portraits of 18th-century grand¬ 
stands spired and porched. 

Finally, the walk from the vastness of 
the Belmont parking lots, under a bridge 
carrying the Hempstead Turnpike over 
our heads, to the Paddock Gate entrance, 
where a country fair was taking place in a 
true park, big enough for the 90,000 tick¬ 
et-holders that the New York Racing As¬ 
sociation capped as optimal crowd size. 


at Pimlico and was a trainer at Maryland 
tracks for three years.

Jonesy was a lacrosse goalie 40 years 
ago. Shooters tried to fake him, but he 
wouldn't take their bait. 

This unique skill-to recognize decep- 
tion-he still carries with him. So when 
we found four South Jersey boys in blue 
blazers sitting in our second-floor seats, 
green lanyards on tickets identical to 
ours, Jonesy stood tall, protecting the 
goal of having this vantage view of sports 
history. 

Yet these boys were exactly the de¬ 
mographic the sport of racing yearns to 
attract. College-age or just older, dressed 
well to attract the ladies, blazers befitting 
the high-mass of horse racing, the Triple 
Crown.

They took their leave. Jonesy stood in 
the vacated seats and gasped at the enor¬ 
mous scale of Belmont. A mile-and-a-half 
dirt track. Inset by two turf courses. An 
infield of hedges and trees and fields of 
grass. He couldn't have known that Man 
o' War had raced in the opposite direc¬

Someone came by and presented 
Jonesy with passes to the paddock for an 
undercard race.

He 
glanced into white clouds above the club¬ 
house. He saw guards on rooftops, binoc¬ 
ulars trained not on horses but on poten¬ 
tial evil. 

Back in his seat, Jonesy watched New 
Yorkers unabashedly croon to Frank 
Sinatra's anthem "New York New York," 
sun-dressed dames swaying with pork- 
pie-hatted handicappers, like some great 
vast alumni drunk on the school song, 
when onto the track came the horses. 

A tsunami of cheering washed over 
the equine athletes. Hard-held by the out¬ 
rider, American Pharoah galloped in the 
direction Man o' War raced. He worked 
his heavy head over the outrider's sad¬ 
dle, looking up into the stands looking 
down onto him. 

Then the starting gate opened. When 
American Pharoah turned for home, a 
wall of impounded emotion broke over 
the Hempstead Plain, so loud it might 
have been heard by the century before. 

When the wave receded, Jonesy said: 
"That's the greatest sporting event I'll ev¬ 
er see." 

The thrill of a lifetime in two minutes 
and twenty-six seconds. Well down the 
Belt Parkway, the Verrazano Bridge was 
framed by an orange sky. We drove on in¬ 
to the night, over rivers carrying us back 
to our everyday lives. 

No essay of this day will ever capture 
it. You'll have to ask Jonesy, let him tell 
you about it, the way strangers hugged, 
the weight of that noise that somehow 
didn't hurt your ears, how clean and 
bright and breezy it was at Belmont, be¬ 
yond the bridges that carried us up and 
then back from history. ^

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Monmouth Park looks to 
continue strong start 

M onmouth Park proved the place to be Memorial Day Weekend with a 

record-breaking 60,114 fans spinning through the turnstiles to enjoy Thor¬ 
oughbred racing at the Jersey Shore coupled with the fourth annual food truck 
festival. 

“The numbers we saw this weekend are indicative of the strength of our racing 
product and fan-friendly entertainment destination that we continue to build at 
Monmouth Park,” said Dennis Drazin, advisor to Darby Development LLC, opera¬ 
tors of the Oceanport racetrack. 

For the Saturday, Sunday and Monday of the holiday weekend, Monmouth saw 
an increase of 37.4% in attendance over the same figures last year. The total handle 
for the three days was $15,008,303, a 22.4% increase over last year, as the on-track 
handle came in at $2,264,176, a 15.5% gain. Through the first three weeks of rac¬ 
ing, attendance is up 23.3%, with on-track and total handle both showing double 
digit gains. 

In May 2012, the New Jersey Thoroughbred Horsemens Association signed a 
lease of the racetrack and subsequently hired Darby as its operator. 

“Where we could make cuts, we’ve made them; where we saw areas for im¬ 
provement we enhanced them; and, where we saw opportunities for expansion, we 
pounced on them,” Drazin added. “Should this meets early successes continue, we 
will reevaluate some projects that have been placed on hold as well as look at some 
infrastructure improvements to the facility. 

“For us this is really just the beginning. To have come so far in such a short time 
is a testament to the dedication of our most valued resource, our employees. But 
even more importantly, it’s our fans, and that’s who we will continue to work for to 
deliver world-class Thoroughbred racing at a facility that is second to none.” 

Since the horsemen’s association took the reins of the historic racetrack, Mon¬ 
mouth has seen the addition of a 36-hole miniature golf course (Blue Grass Mini 
Golf), four mega screen televisions, a High Definition signal, the construction of an 
OTB in Hillsborough and a new free-standing restaurant adjacent to the picnic area.

T wo New Jersey-breds sold for $50,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Two-Year-Olds in 
Training Sale on May 19. Both were bred and con¬ 
signed by Wes Carter.

Pink Tights, by Let Goodtimes Roll. Combee is the 
second foal out of the mare; the first Pinkout, won 
a New Jersey-bred NW1X on May 16 by 6 lengths 
for owner Kathleen Willier, who also purchased 
Combee. In Pinkout’s last three starts, she has two 


wins (she broke her maiden April 20 at Parx by 8 V 2 
lengths) and finished second in the Open Mind 
Handicap. She is trained by Kevin Sleeter. 

Hip #317, named Salkeehatchee, is a gelding 
also by Wicked Rich. His dam, the Purge mare 
Sensationista, is out of multiple stakes winner True 
Sensation. Salkeehatchee was purchased by K.O.I.D, 
the buying agent for the Seoul Racehorse Owner’s 
Association, and will be shipped to Korea to begin 
his career. 


Stiffed surprises in Monmouth Beach Stakes 



A season-high crowd of 26,268 were on hand to 
see Holly Crest Farms homebred Stiffed un¬ 
leash a furious stretch rally and post a half-length 
victory in the $75,000 Monmouth Beach Stakes for 
fillies and mares at Monmouth Park May 24. Stiffed 
earned an additional $15,000 in purse money as 
part of the 40% bonus awarded to New Jersey-breds 
who finish first through third in all open races run 
at Monmouth Park. The bonus is capped at $15,000. 


Trained by John Mazza, Stiffed 
sat last of eight up the backstretch 
before putting in a sustained rally to 
run by Got Lucky in the shadow of 
the wire. The time for the mile and 
70 yards over a fast main track was 
1:41.25. Dismissed at the betting 
windows. Stiffed returned $71.60, 
$21.20 and $8.40 after scoring her 
second straight victory. Got Lucky 
completed the exacta and it was 
nearly 7 lengths back to fellow 
New Jersey-bred Amblin Easy, who 
earned an additional $3,000 from 
the 40% bonus. 

“I wasn’t too worried when she 
was a little slow coming out of the 
gate,” said winning jockey Gabriel 
Saez. “The fractions were quick up 
front, but we were comfortable far 
off the lead. That’s just how she runs. She answered 
the call at the top of the stretch perfectly.” 

A 4-year-old filly by Stephen Got Even from the 
Silver Deputy mare High Noon Nellie, Stiffed won 
an allowance at Gulfstream Park in early February 
in her previous start. Third in last year’s Jersey Girl 
Handicap in her only other stakes attempt, she now 
sports a lifetime record of 4-0-2 from 10 starts, for 
earnings of $146,225.

Lojeski’s childhood passion 
becomes lifelong

Horse crazy little girls can grow up to 
be horse crazy women. A detour during their 
grownup years into fast-paced careers or the rais¬ 
ing of families can temporarily shelve that passion 
before the dedication to their equine charges 
consumes their lives again, eliminating vacations 
and hobbies and keeping these women home on 
the farm well into retirement - if they retire at all. 

Shirley Lojeski would have it no other way. 

“I am not very interesting,” said Lojeski. “What 
excites me is seeing a beautiful load of hay being 
driven down the road. What do they say? ‘I used 
to have money but now I have horses’.” 

Lojeski developed her love of horses as a 
child. “As long as I can remember I wanted to 
be around them,” she said. “My father used to 
foxhunt and Fulmer Miller, who kept the hounds 
at a nearby farm, used to tell him to send me 
over when I was just a small child. When I got old 
enough I began riding with him and eventually had 
show horses. 

“Then my life changed and I grew up,” she 
said. Her detour away from horses was a career 
in clothing retail management in New York City 
before she met Thomas Treadway. “Thomas 
convinced me to stop working and I found myself 
bored to tears,” she said. “I was used to working 
seven days a week and needed something to do. 

I am not really domestic so I started raising goats 
and rabbits to keep myself busy.” Thirty-eight 
years later she and Treadway are still together and 
have dedicated themselves to a thriving 100-acre 
farm in Emmaus, Pa., where she foals Thorough¬ 
bred mares and offers rest or rehabilitation to 
those that have been racing. “It is just a small 
operation,” Lojeski said. “We don’t advertise and 
I like to be hands-on with everything and don’t 
want to take on more than four of us-Thomas, 
our help Tony and Eddie, and I-can handle. We 
have good help and good owners.” 


Trainer John Servis, who has known Lojeski 
and Treadway since 1983, says all of his owners 
who do not own their own farms use Lojeski to 
foal their mares and freshen their runners. “Shir¬ 
ley and Thomas are just fantastic people,” he said. 
“They were some of my first owners when I began 
training and I worked for them for about eight 
years. I know she’d feed her horses before she 
fed herself if she had to and she has done a great 
job for everyone I know.” Servis has experienced 
the benefits of her astute horsemanship as well as 
her friendship and getting to know her when she 
invited him to hunt deer on her property, which 
he does during the holidays. “Her vacation time, I 
think, is the holidays. Choosing her live Christmas 
trees is a major effort as she takes a lot of time 
looking for the perfect ones and decorates them 
with equal intensity. She is the same way with her 
flowers in the spring. When she dedicates herself 
to something, she is really dedicated.” 

Servis, Pat Chapman, Texan Jon Marshall, 
Dan Canella, Main Line Racing Stable, Ed Hipps 
and Kirwan Equine Group are some of her regular 
clients. A private person, Lojeski warms up to 
telling stories about horses she has known. She 
is also stubborn and obsessed with keeping her 
farm lush with grass, Servis says, even posting 
signs everywhere that warn against driving on it. 

Servis retired Smarty Jones’ pony Butter¬ 
scotch to Lojeski’s farm where he lived out the 
remainder of his life. When his replacement Jinx 
earned a vacation there and was scheduled 
to return to Parx, Servis got a phone call from 
Lojeski. “She said they couldn’t catch him to ship 
him back,” he said. “I drove up there with a crew, 
peppermints, a longe line and he still wouldn’t 
cooperate. Shirley finally had to call the veterinar¬ 
ian who had to catch him with a tranquilizer gun. 

I was ready for him the next time he visited,” said 
Lojeski. “We kept him near the barn where he

couldn’t see all of the other horses and I gave 
him one of my 2-year-olds as a companion. He 
was much easier to send back then.” 

This year foaling season started in Janu¬ 
ary and ended in May resulting in 15 babies, 
Lojeski’s favorite part of the business. “I love 
it here all day every day, “ She said. “But the 
babies are my favorite though they can be the 
most heartbreaking,” she said. “I still breed a 
couple myself, this year sending mares to El 
Padrino, Smarty Jones and my own stallion 
[the Irish-bred] Tekken.” 

A1994 son of Nureyev, Tekken was a 
grass horse trained by John Servis through¬ 
out most of his career. Three times graded 
stakes-placed, Tekken came to Lojeski’s 
farm as a layup who also resented returning 
to the track. “So John just sent him back to 
me,” said Lojeski. “He was just a little guy but 
when his R & R here was over his heart just 
wasn’t in racing anymore. He’d scream, yell 
for the mares-it was time to retire. We didn’t 


breed him a whole lot but he did well with the 
kind of mares he got and could get them in 
foal under first cover.” In 2014 he sired nine 
runners, three winners. Lifetime his runners 
have earned more than $1.5 million, for nearly 
$50,000 in average earnings per runner. 

Owner Toni Kirwan, who has horses 
in training with Marcos Zuleta at Parx and 
Michael Trombetta at Lair Hill, has three 
broodmares who foal at Lojeski Larm. “Shirley 
is quiet and watches every little thing. Her 
business is truly her life. We started with her 
about 10 years ago and she has foaled every 
mare we have had.” 

So impressed with the farm, horses 
and their care, Kirwan was inspired to write 
a poem for Lojeski, which relays images of 
rolling green pastures, a century-old house in 
holiday attire with live Christmas trees, and 
fresh baked walnut cranberry bread. She also 
mentions a horse named Lrozen Dew. Servis 
remembers the big gray Zoot Alors gelding 


as an inexpensive yearling purchase at the 
Lasig-Tipton Kentucky sale in October 1988. 
Lojeski says she purchased three horses at the 
sale for under $10,000, with then unnamed 
Lrozen Dew her potential show horse prospect. 

“John and I flew home without even 
knowing if we got him,” she said. “We left 
someone do the bidding for us. Once we were 
on the plane I looked out and saw frost on the 
wing and said it looked like frozen dew. We 
later found out we had the highest bid for the 
yearling at $3,500 and I named him Lrozen 
Dew. A friend of mine suggested racing him 
first, saying he could always become a show 
horse after his career on the track was over,” 
she said. Servis had just picked up a big owner 
when Lrozen Dew was ready for the track so 
Lojeski sent him to the late E.T. Garcia, who 
saddled the Kentucky-bred for 22 wins in 62 
starts, 19 of those victories at Philadelphia 
Park. He earned $238,516 and retired a mul-

“I called him Dewy and eventually sold him to 
a gentleman who wanted a horse for himself 
although he was beginner rider,” she said. The 
man was insistent on purchasing Dewy, who 
toted him around safely and seemed to predict 
every mishap the inexperienced rider made. 

“If he lost his balance to the right Dewy shifted 


over to the right so he wouldn’t fall off. It was a 
match made in heaven.” When Dewy died, his 
owner created a burial site lined with hay and 
a full feed bucket to send him on his way, even 
lining the gravesite with a ring of stones. 

Lojeski and Treadway are content to stay 
on the farm most days, with their visits to the 
racetrack infrequent. Servis expects that could 


change as he is preparing a 2-year-old filly 
named Anytime Soon at Parx. “I like her looks 
and I like the way she moves,” said Servis. 
“She is by Fairbanks out of Tekken’s Blue 
Moon. Her sire is a son of Giant’s Causeway 
who stands at Northview and she may be 
something for which to leave the farm.”

Sarge Reynolds Q&A 


Thoroughbred horse racing got its 
first Triple Crown winner in over 
35 years on June 6 when American 
Pharoah won the Belmont Stakes— 
and chairman of the Virginia Racing 
Commission Sarge Reynolds had a 
personal win when Honor Code won 
the Grade I Metropolitan Handicap 
by almost 4 lengths. Reynolds, who 
is involved in a syndicate that owns 
part of the son of A.P. Indy, caught up 
with the VTA to talk about the future 
for Honor Code and the future of 
Virginia racing. 

How did you get involved in 
the horse? 

Bill farish and I went to college 
together [at University of Virginia] 
and we’ve been good friends for 
about 30 years. We’ve done a bunch 
of horse partnerships together. I’m 
in the partnership Woodford Racing, 
and they own a minority share in 
Honor Code. 

The Farishes could own all these 
horses themselves if they wanted but 
they’ve always loved having partners 
and sharing the thrill of victory with 
other people. They’re a lot of fun 
to be in partnerships with and it’s 
an opportunity to meet people from 
all over the country that are part of 
their partnerships. 

The two main owners are Lane’s End 
Racing, a syndicate of Lane’s End 
Farm, and I think Dell Ridge, who 
bred the horse. Then there’s Woodford. 
But regardless of how big the piece is, 
there’s probably 10 to 12 people, maybe 
more. All I know is the winner’s circle 
has a lot of people in it! 

What’s next for Honor Code? 

I think they’ll want to give him some 
time off because he’s had a few races in 
five weeks this year, so they’ll want to 
see how he comes out of that. So they 
don’t really know yet, but probably the 
Whitney up at Saratoga. 


Where did you watch the 
race—and with who? 

I stayed at home! I should have gone 
up there but I didn’t want to fight 
90,000 people. But this way I got to see 
Virginia baseball win. 

I was in Florida for his victory in the 
Gulfstream Handicap. He ran that race 
much the same way—he likes to sit 
back there and let the other horses get 
to the next county before he decides 
he wants to run. You’re always sitting 
there hoping that the horse is going to 
do anything or not. 

He did the same thing in the 
Alysheba but never really fired or 
took to the Churchill dirt, so we 
didn’t know what to expect this time. 
The horse was in great shape, though, 
very well-trained and very well-bred. 
I’m lucky to own a very small piece 
of him—it’s a lot of fun. 

It was your family who got you 
into racing, correct? 

My grandfather was very involved 
in racing—he died in 1980—but my 
great-uncle David Reynolds owned 
a piece of Tabasco cat with Bill 
Young from Overbrook Farm. They 
partnered together in a couple of 
horses, especially Tabasco Cat. He 
finished fourth in the Derby but won 
the Preakness and the Belmont. My 
father also owned horses. And on my 
mother’s side of the family, my great¬ 
grandfather was chairman of the board 
of Churchill Downs in the 1950s. So 
I guess I have racing in my blood on 
both sides of the family. 


Let’s talk about Virginia 
racing. What’s next for 
ADWs in the state? 

We have some new legislation that 
becomes effective on July 1 that 
directs the 11.5% that the ADWs 
pay in Virginia to the Horsemen’s 
group, the Breeders Fund, the 


Virginia Racing Commission and the 
Virginia Equine Alliance. 

We have three ADW companies in 
business now since EZ Horseplay 
turned their license in: Xpress Bet, 

TVG and Twin Spires. We’re talking 
to all of them and hopefully they 
can come into Virginia, expand their 
presence and pick up the customers 
that EZ Horseplay lost. We haven’t had 
any direct conversations with them yet 
as far as OTBs are concerned. 

How do you see the future of 
Virginia racing in 10 years? 

We still have a wonderful facility 
in New Kent and I would love to 
see racing there again one way or 
another—whether Jeff Jacobs tries to 
make a deal, or someone tries to lease 
or buy it from him. In the meantime, 

I know the horsemen are looking 
around the Commonwealth to have 
country racing. 

I think the Virginia Equine Alliance’s 
plan to run country meets certainly 
could work. We need to get horses 
back on the track sooner rather than 
later because all these folks who 
breed and race horses in Virginia 
need an opportunity to go out and 
earn some money. The industry 
nationally has been on the decline for 
the past 35 years, so I think to try to 
reinvent ourselves and come up with 
this new product of country racing 
could really work. 

I’m excited for the future of Virginia 
racing because the stakeholders and 
people in it day-to-day have a new 

vision for racing and 
are excited to do 
something new. We as 
the Commission try 
to help as much as we 
can, but regulators 
come and go. The 
everyday stakeholders 
will forge the future of 
Virginia racing.

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McDonald gives back 
to his community

I n horse racing one often equates 
philanthropic endeavors solely 
to the blue bloods of the industry. 
They are the elite, the wealthy, 
the unfading names that helped 
establish the characterization of 
'Sport of Kings/ 

Occasionally, we also stop to 
admire someone of lesser means 
that rescues a former racehorse in 
need, donates a piece of a purse 
for humane purposes or generates 
interest in a special equine cause. 

Dewey McDonald is an 
extraordinary young man who 
transcended his humble beginnings 
and is using his immense athletic 
ability to give back to the town that 
watched him originate and mature 
into a dynamic National Football 
League player. 


Born in Ranson, W.Va., McDonald 
is not your average pampered 
athlete seeking only fame and 
fortune, while neglecting those who 
sacrificed so much for his success. 

Instead, the former Jefferson High 
School standout, currently a safety 
with the Indianapolis Colts, is busy 
with his own 'game plan/ intent on 
fostering support for his recently 
started foundation, focused on 
developing Jefferson County's youth 
into constructive students, improved 
athletes and respectable people. 

The eastern panhandle of West 
Virginia is where Dewey showcased 
his early talents, earning him the 
honor of being named three-time 
All-Conference player, three-time 
All-Area and two-time team MVP As 
a junior, he was named Defensive 
Player of the Year by the local paper, 
the Martinsburg Journai and the 
next year the same newspaper 
named him Male Field Athlete of the 
Year. 


After playing three seasons at 
Fairmont State (Division II public 
university), McDonald transferred 
to California University (Pa.), where 
in his senior year he returned three 
interceptions for touchdowns. 

McDonald signed with the 
Indianapolis Colts as an undraffed 
free agent after the 2014 National 
Football League draff. 

On a sultry May afternoon it 
becomes readily apparent to me 
where young Dewey receives the 
bulk of his imposing vigor as I strain to 
keep up with his 52-year-old father, 
Steve Craig.The longtime horseman 
has the physique of a man in his 
30s and seems to wage an inward 
battle with the idea of holding fast 
to pause for this interview. 

Born and raised in Warrenton, 

Va., the Craig name is highly 
recognizable to anyone possessing 
local racing substance. Steve's 
father was Lewis Craig Sr., a well 
respected conditioner at both 
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Charles Town and Shenandoah 
Downs. 

Obviously good genes run deep 
in the family tree as Steve vividly 
recalls his own early years playing 
pee-wee football for the Warrenton 
Lions."I believe we were undefeated 
for five straight years during my time 
there. I went to Taylor Junior High 
school and Fauquier High School 
where I excelled in football baseball 
and track". 

After high school Steve continued 
his athletic artistry while playing for 
the semi-pro team Fredericksburg 
Rebels."I was the league's MVP 
(most valuable player) one year and 
received a six-pack of beer and 
$50." 

Even though sports were a 
fundamental passion for Steve Craig, 
such dramatic compensation could 
only be curable with a change in 
occupations. In the mid-1980s his 
father became involved with a gray 
Thoroughbred named Cool Man 
Cool.The son of The Cool Virginian, 
according to Steve, "changed my 
life." 

Rising from his perch Steve twists 
and turns, smiling as his elevated 
voice says, "man it was a done 
deal now." Steve sipped his icy 
drink, paused for just a second and 
chuckled, saying that Cool Man 
Cool was also instrumental in him 
meeting his wife, Debbie McDonald, 
mother of Dewey. "I had Cool Man 
Cool in one night and while leaving 


the paddock I spotted an attractive 
lady, but in the true racetrack spirit I 
hurried off to place my bet instead. 
The next day we met and made 
plans to get together for a date." 

In the late 1980s Steve became 
employed by trainer Jeanne Berger. 
His penchant for hard work was 
natural, but it was here that he 
honed his skills. Every day close to 
60 head thirstily awaited his arrival. 

"I rubbed, walked and galloped for 
Miss Jeanne." 

In 1990 Steve Craig and Debbie 
McDonald were blessed with the 
birth of their child, Dewey. 

Debbie's family had ties with the 
racetrack, but was not intimately 
involved with the horses. 

Growing up Dewey was blessed 
to have a supportive mother. Debbie 
attended all of his games and 
due to the demands of his father's 
occupation often had to play the 
role of mom and dad. 

"I was always my son's biggest 
cheerleader. From childhood to 
adolescence Dewey attended 
church regularly, learned the 
value of being independent and 
maintained exceptional grades. 
During his teens he worked out 
consistently, sometimes two and 
three times a day. I would ask him to 
slow down and take a day off, but 
Dewey was driven to excel." 

Debbie has worked at Walmart 
in Charles Town for the past seven 
years and tries to never miss any 


of the Colts games. "If I have to 
I'll take vacation time to attend a 
game. When people ask me about 
Dewey they love to talk about the 
football player. I love to talk about 
the young man that places God first, 
has multiple scholastic degrees, and 
wants to give back to the youth in 
this town." 

Dewey and his foundation have 
set-up a series of events, in the 
near term, to aid children in the 
panhandle. The Boys and Girls Club 
is especially high on his priority list. It 
may sound like a well-worn cliche, 
but children are the future and 
Dewey McDonald embraces that. 

Amanda Moro, Steve's current 
employer at Avonwood Farm and 
Dewey's staunch supporter, takes 
her sleeve and gently removes 
a bead of perspiration from her 
bonny brow. Her dog and Dewey's 
sit patiently awaiting the end of 
morning chores. 

"I don't know a finer, more 
humble soul than Dewey McDonald. 
He personifies the best of both his 
parents." 

With over a hundred horses in 
her care from foals to broodmares, 
layups to racehorses, Amanda Moro 
knows that the youth of Jefferson 
County are in good hands with 
Dewey McDonald, but worries that 
people like herself and Steve, who 
depend solely on the racing industry, 
won't fare as well in these troubling 
political times.

NSA’s first Jockey Seminar draws 
large crowd of 31 and high praise 


The National Steeplechase Association’s 
first Jockey Seminar on May 24 attracted a 
large crowd of 31 riders to Fair Hill, Md., and 
drew high praise from them for the materials 
presented in the day-long session. 

A project of the NSA’s Steeplechase Safety 
Committee, the seminar covered a wide range 
of topics, and attendance was required for 
jockeys planning to ride at Saratoga Race 
Course and strongly recommended for riding 
at other pari-mutuel tracks this summer. 

Dr. Reynolds Cowles, an NSA board mem¬ 
ber and chair of the Steeplechase Safety Com¬ 
mittee, credited Senior Steward Gregg Morris 
and NSA board member Nick Ellis for pulling 
together the speakers and presenters. “I believe 
this seminar surpassed our expectations, and 
the best was at the end when several riders 
came up and said,' Please do this every year! ’.” 

Among the featured speakers were two- 
time Olympic medalist James Wofford, who 
reviewed the basics of jumping a fence, and 
retired leading flat jockey Ramon Dominguez. 
Also presenting on riding topics were retired 
riders Paddy Neilson and Charles Lawrence 
II. NSA Steward Gus Brown, a retired jockey, 
discussed equipment and stressed the impor¬ 
tance of having two helmets available in case 
one is damaged. 

At the afternoon session, NSA Senior Stew¬ 


ards Ross Pearce and Morris discussed stew¬ 
ards’ decisions and the relationship between 
jockeys and stewards. Duncan Patterson, 
chairman of the Delaware Thoroughbred Rac¬ 
ing Commission and a member of the NSA’s 
Stewards Advisory Committee, explained how 
appeals from stewards’ decisions are handled. 

Capping the day’s activities was a presenta¬ 
tion by Dr. Sarah Jane Cullen, the Irish Turf 
Club’s research and education officer. She pro¬ 
vided a lively presentation on making weight 
safely, basic nutrition, hydration, and lifestyle. 

Champion jockey Willie McCarthy, in anote 
to the Jockey Seminar’s organizers, said he 
found Dr. Cullen’s information most helpful. 
“Dr. Cullen definitely opened my eyes as to 
what are essential diet and fitness necessities 
for a professional jockey in the modem era,” 
he said. 

Speaking of the entire program, McCarthy 
said: “I thought it was very well put together 
and feel that I amongst numerous other j ockey s 
came away with something beneficial from the 
day.” McCarthy said he and his fellowjockeys 
welcomed the opportunity to discuss their con¬ 
cerns with stewards and other racing officials. 

The day’s activities were videotaped by 
HCP Sports, and Dr. Cowles said the Steeple¬ 
chase Safety Committee will now evaluate 
how to best utilize the Jockey Seminar content.

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Young, Fisher 
open large leads 
in 2015 standings 

Four-time champion jockey Paddy Young 
and reigning champion trainer Jack Fisher 
have opened sizable leads in the National 
Steeplechase Association’s 2015 standings 
as the jump-racing sport entered its summer 
season. 

Young rose to the top of the list with two vic¬ 
tories at each of the spring season’s final three 
meets: Radnor Hunt Races, the High Hope 
Steeplechase, and the Fair Hill Races. Most 
recently the champion jockey in 2013, Young 
also led the jockey standings by earnings. 

Going into the summer pari-mutuel sched¬ 
ule, Young had 12 victories from 31 starts, a 
38% strike rate. His two Radnor winners came 
in his only two starts on the program. His clos¬ 
est competitors had five wins. 

Second to Young on the earnings list was 
Jack Doyle, who rode two stakes winners at 
the Iroquois Steeplechase, including Eclipse 
champion Demonstrative in the $150,000 
Calvin Houghland Iroquois (Gr. 1), and one 
stakes winner at Radnor. Doyle will ride in 
the U.S. through the 2015 season. 

Fisher, the champion trainer the past three 
years, has 12 victories for the current season, 
double the six wins of Alicia Murphy and 
Jonathan Sheppard. Fisher also opened a large 
lead in the earnings standings over Richard 
Valentine, trainer of Jacqueline Ohrstrom’s 
Demonstrative, the current season’s leading 
earner after his Calvin Houghland victory. 

Irv Naylor, the reigning champion owner, 
stood atop the the earnings table with more 
than $172,000 in 2015 earnings. Close behind 
him was Tennessee horsewoman Gil Johnston, 
who has had success this year with Fisher and 
other trainers. Her Syros won the $75,000 
Marcellus Frost Novice Stakes at Iroquois 
on May 9, and Mr. Hot Stuff took the Temple 
Gwathmey (Gr. 3) at Middleburg Spring.

75years ago 

I Challedon’s litde sister, a bay filly 
with a star by * Challenger II out of 
Laura Gal, was the subject of a series of 
photographs taken at William L. Brann’s 
Glade Valley Farm. The precious arrival, 
shown frolicking in the fields, was the 
first foal for Laura Gal since producing 
Challedonin 1936. 

I Improvements were being made at Bel 
Air, with the half-mile track getting an 
extension of its grandstand, new stables 
and a new water system. The writer noted 
that when the 10-day meet opened July 24 


“this will be one of the finest little race 
plants in the East.” 

I The “Mail Bag” included the following 
letter from Tattersalls in England: 

Dear Sir, 

Re. the advertisement of the Aga 
Khan’s 26 yearlings which we requested 
you to advertise in The Maryland Horse. 

In view of the fact that all racing has 
been stopped in this country, we very 
much regret diat we are obliged to cancel 
our First and Second July Sales. 

We can only hope that the whole situa¬ 
tion may have improved sufficiendy in the 
course of the next two or three months to 
enable racing and sales to be resumed. . .”

50years ago 

I In the space of five days, Ben and 
Zelda Cohen’s Hail to All won two 
$100,000 races, taking the Jersey Derby on 
Memorial Day Monday, and the Belmont 
Stakes on Saturday. 

Marylander Ben Cohen, president of 
Charles Town Race Course and secretary- 
treasurer of Pimlico, first became a horse 
owner when he purchased an unraced 
2-year-old filly for his wife in 1951. Two 
years later, the couple campaigned their 
first stakes winner. 

Breeders on a small scale-15 foals 
born in more than a decade of breed¬ 
ing-they bred five mares for the 1962 
season. Four were barren, and the other 
produced Hail to All. 

I Construction was underway on a 
sales pavilion in Timonium, Md., “which

will be the finest horse sales auditorium 
in the nation,” it was reported. 

The building, which could seat 800, 
was being built by the Maryland State 
Fair and Agricultural Society, which oper¬ 
ates Timonium race track. The Maryland 


Horse Breeders Association entered into 
a 30-day annual lease for 20 years. Fasig- 
Tipton Company did most of the build¬ 
ing’s design work. Prominent Baltimore 
contractor and horse owner Samuel 
Pistorio was overseeing the construction, 
which was expected to be complete for 
the fall yearling sales. 

I The annual two-day tour of Virginia 
farms to see Virginia-owned yearlings 
consigned to the Saratoga auctions 
was chronicled in a diary by Maryland 
Horse editor Snowden Carter. 

Among those in attendance were 
Fasig-Tipton’s president Humphrey 
S. Finney and his son John, Maryland 
breeder Harry Z. Isaacs, Carry Back’s 
owner Jack Price, Virginia breeder Marion 
duPont Scott, and racing official Kenny 
Noe. The tour included Old Keswick, 
Nydrie Stud, Morven Stud and Pine 
Brook Farm. 


25years ago 



I Dogwood Stable’s Summer Squall 
equalled the second fastest time in 
Preakness history on his way to defeating 
Kentucky Derby winner Unbridled. The 
colt, trained by Neil Howard, was owned 
by a Dogwood partnership which 
consisted of a number of Mid-Atlantic 
owners, among them Avie Walker and 
Eleanor Ross Sparenberg. 

I The third modern-day running of the 
Pimlico Special, Maryland’s first million- 
dollar race and run for the first time as a 


Grade 1, attracted the best handicap 
horses in competition. Calumet Farm’s 
Criminal Type set a track record of 1:53 
for the l 3 /i6 miles while defeating 
Ruhlmann by neck. The 5-year-old son of 
Alydar, trained by D. Wayne Lukas, was 
the sixth horse to carry the famous devil- 
red and blue silks to victory in the 
race —joining stable greats Whirlaway 
(1942), Twilight Tear (1944), Armed 
(1945), Fervent (1947) and Citation 
(1948). 

I Jonathan Sheppard, the leading money¬ 
winning trainer of steeplechase horses in 
the U.S. the previous 17 years, was elected 
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to the national Hall of Fame. Also to be 
inducted was Mrs. Lewis Murdock’s three¬ 
time Eclipse champion Zaccio, trained in 
Pennsylvania by W. Burling Cocks. 

I The Virginia Gold Cup, broadcast live 
on television for the first time, became a 
two-horse race between the two best 
timber horses in training-undefeated Call 
Lewis and Von Csadek-winners of the 
race’s previous two runnings. 

One week after losing rider Patrick 
Worrall in the late stages of the Maryland 
Hunt Cup while looking a sure winner, 
Von Csadek returned to reel in paceset¬ 
ter Call Lewis at the last of 23 fences and 
drew off to a 12-length victory in front 
of an estimated 43,000 in attendance. It 
was far back to the rest of the 12-horse 
field. 


10years ago 

I The victory by Afleet Alex in the 
Preakness Stakes-G1 marked the third 
straight year that the classic was won by 
a trainer with Mid-Atlantic connections. 

In 2003, it was Barclay Tagg, for many 
years based in Maryland before he moved 
to New York, with Funny Cide. In 2004, 
Philadelphia Park-based John Servis 
won with Smarty Jones. Then came Tim 
Ritchey with Afleet Alex. 

Stabled mainly at Delaware Park, 
Ritchey started at Waterford Park (now 
Mountaineer) and briefly quit in the early 
1980s. As for winning at the highest level, 
he noted that, “There are tons of tons of 
trainers out there who could do it if they 
get the horse. They have the experience, 
they have the knowledge. Some might not 
handle the pressure as well as others, but 
they’re still going to get the job done. You 
have to have the horse. Period.” 

I A fantastic group of runners contested 
Preakness week stakes, with winners 
including Fair Phil-based Film Maker in 
her seasonal debut in the Grade 3 
Gallorette Handicap; Maryland-bred 
Silmaril defeating Eclipse Award 
champion Ashado in the Pimlico 
Breeders’ Cup Distaff Handicap-G3; 
and 3-year-old English Channel making 
his stakes debut in the Woodlawn Stakes. 
The Pimlico Special-Gl was won by 
Eddington, who relished the sloppy 
track to win by 5 Vi lengths. The previous 
year the son of Unbridled finished third 
behind Smarty Jones in the Preakness. 

I Racing Hall of Fame jockey Ted 
Atkinson died at his Beaver Dam, Va., 
home at age 88. Atkinson got his start at 


I Herman Cohen, former president and 
co-owner of Pimlico Race Course, died 
two days before the Preakness. He was 95. 
Seldom in the limelight, Cohen, with his 
brother Ben, presided over a period of 
tremendous growth at Pimlico from 1953 
until 1986. 

The brothers’ diverse businesses 
included retail, construction, steel mills, 
gold mines, a film laboratory and a 
Pennsylvania amusement park. They built 
and operated WAAM-TV, one of the first 
television stations in the Baltimore area, 
which later became WJZ. 

“Every property we sold proved to 
be very successful for the people who 
bought it from us,” he said at the time 
Pimlico was sold to Frank De Francis and 
Bob and Tom Manfuso. “I trust Pimlico

Charles Town, spent half of his career 
as a contract rider for Greentree Stable, 
won a total of 3,795 races, was the 
regular rider for the legendary Tom Fool, 
and also guided the likes of Bold Ruler, 
Gallorette, Busher, Coaltown and Devil 


will prove to be equally as profitable for 
the new owners.” 

I The results of a study on Lasix, 
commissioned by The Jockey Club and 
conducted by the University of 
Pennsylvania School of Veterinary 
Medicine, were made public in May. 
Racing columnist and handicapper Andy 
Beyer voiced his opinion on the use of 
the medication. “The study confirmed 
what bettors had taken for granted: The 
drug makes horses run faster.” 

Citing a variety of troubling issues 
with the use of the drug, which was first 
seen in Maryland in 1973, Beyer summed 
it up: “Seventeen years after it began, the 
controversy over Lasix is about to start all 
over again.”

Diver. He was inducted into the national 
Hall of Fame in 1957, and into Canada’s 
Hall of Fame in 2002. 

I Former stakes-winning flat horse 
Mixed Up won for the third time in five 
starts over hurdles when registering a win 
in the Grade 2 National Hunt Cup Hurdle 
Stakes at Radnor for owner Bill Pape and 
trainer Jonathan Sheppard. The 6-year- 
old Pennsylvania-bred son of Carnivalay 
prepped with a flat race win at Atlantic 
City eight days before gaining his first 
stakes win over hurdles. 

The bay gelding raced through 2011, won four 
Grade 1 hurdle stakes, earned $773,011 (the 
majority overjumps) and won the Eclipse Award 
as champion steeplechaser of 2009. 

I Make Me a Champ’s score in the 
Maryland Hunt Cup marked the first 
for his owner Irv Naylor, “a Hunt Cup 
enthusiast for most of his 70 years.” 

Contested over a rain-soaked course, 
the eventful renewal saw three of the 
seven runners lose their riders, another 
crash through a fence (Lil Starvin Marvin, 
who still managed to finish third) and 
a hard-fought stretch run between the 
winner and defending champ Bug River. 
Make Me a Champ, a Maryland-bred son 
of Salutely, won by a half-length. 
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History Lessons 


Arts and Letters: a true classic 



In the 20th century\ 63 runners bred in the Mid- 
Atlantic region were named national champions ; 
Mid-Adantic Thoroughbred takes a look 
each month at one of those luminaries . 

V ery few 3-year-olds have put together 
a campaign to rival the 1969 season of 
Virginia-bred Arts and Letters. Paul 
Mellon’s homebred son of *Ribot trained 
by Elliott Burch started 14 times, was never 


worse than third, missed winning a Triple 
Crown by less than a quarter-length, and 
soundly defeated the best older horses 
to take home tides as Horse of the Year, 
champion 3-year-old and handicap horse. 

The dark chestnut colt’s battles with 
Majestic Prince in the Kentucky Derby and 
Preakness produced finishes in which he 
missed by a neck and a head, respectively. 
He smashed Majestic Prince’s Triple Crown 


bid with a dominating SA-length score in 
the Belmont Stakes. Squeezed between the 
Preakness and Belmont was a 214-length 
victory in the Metropolitan Handicap over 
top-class handicapper Nodouble, whom 
Arts and Letters defeated in all three of 
their meetings that year. 

Arts and Letters made three starts in 
March, three in May, and finished the year 
(from May 30 through Oct. 25) with six 
straight wins in the nation’s most presti¬ 
gious races. 

The streak included wins in the Jim 
Dandy (by 10 lengths), the 100th Travers 
( 6 V 2 lengths) and the 2-mile Jockey Club 
Gold Cup (by 14 lengths). 

Other stakes wins came in the Blue 
Grass, which he won by 15 lengths, the 
Woodward and Everglades. 

The nation’s richest runner of 1969, 
with $555,604, he retired the next spring 
with a lifetime mark of 23-11-6-1 and 
$632,404. 

Out of the Battlefield mare All Beauti¬ 
ful, Arts and Letters was retired to Green- 
tree Stud, where he sired 29 stakes winners, 
including Preakness winner Codex and top 
handicap horse Winter’s Tale. 

Inducted into the national Hall of Fame 
in 1994, he died at age 32 in 1998.

M any of the NSLM collection’s 
most amazing materials are deli¬ 
cate, and thus rarely seen and 
appreciated by guests and researchers. 

Stored in the F. Ambrose Clark Rare 
Book Room is a fascinating little ledger 
book in the manuscripts collection. This 
book outlines the horse and carriage 
expenses of a wealthy Parisian family from 
1752 to 1756. The ledger is bound in 
vellum and hand written. Two sets of 
handwriting have made entries covering 
expenditures for hay, oats, straw, repair of 
tack, and paint for carriages, among other 
things. 

At the end of each year, the ledger adds 
up all the annual expenditures. We don’t 


know the name of the family, but we know 
that they spent as much as 4,646 livres per 
year during a time when unskilled laborers 
made about 100 livres per year.
